PRESIDENT HAKRISON’ BE- 
SIEGBED BY PARTISANS. : 
THOUSANDS OF CANDIDATES SWARMING | 

IN THE HOTELS OF WASHINGTON ' 
AND INVADING THE WHITE HOUSE, 
WASHINGTON, March 7.—President Harrison, 
has continued to-day to devote a large part of 
his time to demonstrating to several thousand 
of his curious countrymen and countrywomen 
that he is actually President, and that he has 
hands that can be shaken without coming off. 
He is being subjected to precisely the same 
annoyance in this regard that several of his 
predecessors have suffered, with great waste ef 
Strength and time. Secretary Halford says 
that the President is eonsidering the pro- 





priety of limiting his-time for ealls to 
an hour or half hour on certain days,, 
and that he will make the effort to 


carry out such & programme as soon as the 
crowds now in Washington have semewhat 
thinned out. The Presidentis represented as 
being’ thoroughly composed and orderly, but 
none the less impressed with the impossibility 
of devoting the best part of each day to holding 
a levee. Again to-day he began at 9:30 o’clook, 


kept his reception up at irregular intervals 
until afternoon, and to-night held a reception 
for Indianians. After his first public hand- 
shaking to-day he listened to applieations for 
appointments from along line ef Senators and 
Representatives as well as personal applicants, 
then he received a Michigan delegation, then 
the National Press Convention, and then again 
a delegation of 2,000 of the a 

The hotels are full of office seekers yet; the 
hall of the Arlington holds an almost undimin- 
ished erowd, and the hall of the Ebbitt House is 
constantly packed so completely thata walk 
through it is almost as diffieult as it was on in- 
auguration day. The turnout of “back num- 
bere” is so great that it is almost impossible to 
turn around without running against some one 
who has been in office and world be willing to 
go back again. Ex-Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue Walter Evans is understood to be 
looking tor the office of First Control- 
jer of the ‘Treasury, and ex-Control- 
ler Lawrence is endeavoring’ to got 
it and the opportunity to extend his volume of 
decisions. Ex-Representative Brumm of Penn- 
sylvania would like to be Third Auditor; ex- 
Third Assistant Postmaster-General A. D. 
Hagen desires te return to his place, and ex- 
Second Assistant W. B. Thompson is endeavor- 
ing to secure the place of Third Assistant. 
Ex-Chief of the Railway Mail Service John 
Jameson, who served four years under the 
past; Admunistration, hopes to be _ chief 
again. Ex-Indian Inspector Pollock of Illinois 
and Gen. Fletcher of Missouri are spoken of in 
eonnection with the Indian Commissionership. 
Ex-Indian Agent McGillicuddy is said to bea 
candidate for Assistant Indian Commissioner. 

“There are prominent Kansas applicants for 
every position which the Administration has to 
give away.” said Senator [ngalle this morning 
to areporter who inquired of him as to what 
Kansas wanted of President Harrisen. ‘We 
have our eyes,” he continued, *‘on all the offi- 
ces, great and small. That’s comprehensive 
enough. isn’tit? Of course some of us are after 
more important places than others, but it really 
wouldn’t do to be specitic just yet; that would 
give away our hand, and no Kansas office seeker 
does that. We are naturally quiet. When we 
move on the enemy we dispense with brass 
bands and torches, and we generally succeed in 
getting there in the dark.” 

New-York is evidently determined te satay 
here to look out for the share of offices it bas 
earned. Ex-Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Charies E. Coon is willing te take his vld 
plaee as his share of the rewards of victory. 
Ex-Consulj General Merritt is here to take any 
sreviee Gen. Harrison may see fitto impose upon 
him. Ex-Minister John M. Francis, who wants 
togeto Austria, believes that New-Yerk is 
better entitled to receive the appointment than 


Iowa, and that ex-Minister Kasson, who 
also wants that place in Germany, must 
stand back. Ex-Candidate; Thorndike 
Rice is another New-York aspirant 


for a mission, and ex-Candidate Fred D. Grant 
is regarded as **booked” for the Chinese mis- 
sion, as he has received the backing of nearly 
every United States Senator for his application. 
Ex-Consul Fairman, who represented this coun- 
try in Egypt ald secured the Alexaodria obe- 
lisk for the Central Park, fs prepared to hold the 
Administration out with his experience in an 
ottice. Of smaller ex-offieers there is a number 
£0 great as to make it impossible to repeat them 
all. ‘They all know how to proceed to get what 
they want, and most ef them will work, as Mr. 
Ingalls proposes to do, **in the dark.” 

The crowd and the eagerness have not been 
matched in many years. “‘Therush of appli- 
cants for office is truly enormous,” said Senater 
Manderson this afternoon. ‘For every posi- 
tion applications come pouring in, and they 
range from a Cabinet office down to the humbie 
place of charwoman inthe Government print 
ing office. A list of the Nebraskans who would 
like to serve their country would be a directory 
of the State.” j 

New-York not ouly wants the Pension Bureau 
for two applicants, but it is alse making a strong 
push for the office of Pablic Printer.

Some talk is heard about the probability of 
anentire reorganization of the officers of the 
Senate. Sergeant-at-Arms Canaday, Chief Clerk 


Johnson, and one or two other offieers are de- 
elared to bein dangeref being asked te give 
way for others, but the triends of these gentle- 
mendo not seem to be mucbhalarmed. Mr. 
Canaday is a political creditor of Mr. John 
Sherinan to a pretty large amount, and the 
Ohio Seuator is expected to use all his influence 
to retain the Sergeant-at-Arms. Mr. Johnson 
1s backed by influential Senators among 
the hold-overs, and Senater Washburn is 
supposed to be particularly friendly toward 
the chief clerk. Nobody talks about a change 
in the Secretaryship now held by Gen. Anson 
G. MeCook, and the few Senators who are in 
the habit of listening to the prayers ef the 
Chaplain are not dispésed to find fault with Dr.

THE SHIPPING OF SEAMEN, 
OTTAWA, Ontario, March 7.—In the House of 
Commons to-day Mr. Weldon asked what in- 
structions, if any, had been given to the Ship- 
ping Master in St. John, New-Brunswick, as te 


the shipping of seamen in United States vessels, 
He desired to know if the Government has re- 
ceived any official notice or has otherwise been 
informed of a letter of the Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United States to the Secretary 
of Btate upon the subject, in whieh he says: 


‘“‘And should the Canadian Government approve 
of the action of the Shipping Master at St. John, [ 
shall deem it my duty to instruct the officers of this 
department to require all shipments of seamen upon 
British vessele in American ports to be made before 
United States Commissioners, and not before foreign 
consular officers.” 

Sir Charles Tupper, Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries, stated in reply that he had not issued 
any imstructions or the subject and that he had 
not reeeived any official intimation of the ex- 
istence of a letter from the Secretary of the 
United States Treasury. 





EDUCATION IN THE NUTMEG STATE, 

NORWICH, Conn,, March 7.—The School Fund 
Commissioner, who has been devoting his time 
to enumerating the total number of children of 


school age in the State, has finished his work 
and made # per capita apportionment of 75 
cents. The civil list apportionment is $1 50 for 
each child in the State, just double the ameunt 
from the sohool fund. The tetal amount from 
the school fund to be distributed is $117,932 25, 
while the amount to be expended for public 
schuols from the civil listis $235,864 50. The 
total number ef school children in the State is 
161,243, a gain of 6,311 during the past year. 
As compared with the United States census of 
1880 the report shows again of 21,008 in the 
school attendance throughout the State. The 
ceunties showing aloss during the past year 
are New-London, 68; Windham, 48, and Tolland, 
91; those showing gins are Hartford, 357;

AN INFLUX OF BOOMERS. 

CHICAGO, Mareh 7.—A dispatch from Okla- 
homa, Indian Territory, says: ‘* The situation 
in Oklahomais growing critical. Between 200 
and 300 men have taken up clainis in the imme- 
diate vicinity of this place. Nearly ail the val- 
uable land on the river bottom, from the neigh- 
borhood of Fert Rene on the west to the Potta- 
watomie Reservation on the east has been taken 
up and is held by the squatters. Scores of men 
are slipping in on all sides, and the influx of 
boomers by the railroad has begun. 

“Last night’s train south bound was filled with 
passengers for Pursell. They will be met there 
by Cel. Cole and several hundred boomers from 
the wertern border of the territory. Throngsa of 
anxious boomers who have been waiting at 
Purcell for weeks can scareely be held back, 
and altogether the indications are that there 
will be fully 2,000 men here inside of a week 
unless the military moves from Fort Reno at 
once.

SAVED BY STEEL OORSET RIBS. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 7.—Donald Frazer, a 
watchmaker 40 years of age, residing at Bryn 
Mawr, Penn., fired two shots at his wife to-day 
and then shot ana killed himself. Mrs. Frazer’s 
life was saved by the bullets striking the steel 
ribs in her eorsets and glancing off. Either bul- 
let would have proved fatal but for the aveident 
which diverted its eourse. Last April Frazer 
was tried at Norristown for shooting at a rail- 
road watehman, and was adjudged insane, He 
was committed to the Norristown Asylum and 
remained there until October, when he was dis- 
charged and returned to hishome. He and his 
wite had a slight quarrel this morning previous 
to the'’shooting. Mrs. Frazer had been advised 
ashort time ago to have him returned tothe 
asylum, but she says she never had any fear 
that he would attempt to harm her.

KILLED WITH A HATCHE 


A MYSTERIOUS CRIMEIN T1HIRD- 
AVENUE. 

GUNTHER WEOCHSUNG, A DRUG CLERK, 
ATTACKED BY AN UNKNOWN PERSON 
AND CHOPPED TO DEATH. 

Gunther Wechsung, drug clerk for Otto 





“Doepfner, was so injured in the prescription 


room of his employer’s shop, 937 Third-avenus, 
at 7 o’clock yesterday merning, by some one 
who hacked his skull with a wood hatchet that 
he died at 5 o’clock in Bellevue Hospital. For 
reasons that they do not explain Acting Super- 
intendent Byrnes and Inspector Williams heai- 
tate about giving a decided opinion en the 
manner in which Wechsung came to be injured, 
but itappears clear thata thief got into the 
store and robbed the till of about $11 before 
after an encounter with the murdered man. 
Doepfner owns the building in which is his 
pharmacy. It is a four-story structure, and ten- 
ants oceupy all the floors above the shop. Among 
them is Flora Kraft, who has an intelligence 
office on the second floor, and Hugh McCleary, 
whose plumber’s shop is in the basement. The 
pharmacy has counters to the north, south, and 
east. Beyond the east sounter is a partition, 
with an opening into a prescription or reeep- 


tion room, used “2 loungingand dressing room 
by Doepfner and Wechsung. Beyond this room 
isa bedroom in which Wechsung slept. It wasjust 
large enough for abed, which bloeked @rear door 
which was in another room further to the east 
in which Doepfner slept alone. In Doepfner’s 
room and the reception room were doors which 
led to asmall yard and platform. The street 
entrances to the honse opened on a& small 
hallway which ran back barely six feet 
to stairs to the second floor, so that to 
reach the yard spoken of and descend stairs 
from it to the cellar: the tenants had to go to 
the second-tloor landing and go down another 
flight of stairs tothe yard. In this yard a lad- 
der for washing purposes was usually kept. 
Wechsung had a holiday on Wednesday. He 
cooked his own breakfast, and the materials for 
the meal were brought to him by Doepfner’s 
apprentice, William Krulisch, aged 17, of 314 
East Fifty-eighth-street. The appreatice was 
due at the store at 7 A. M. and was directed to 
always try and awaken Wechsung by rattling 
the door of the store, a3 the ringing of the night 
bell annoyed Doepfner. Krulisch says that it 
was 6:58 o’elock yesterday morning when he 
made the usual noise at the store doer and 
Wechsung came promptly and opened it. The 
boy eanunet say positively how the clerk was 
dressed. To the best of his recollestion he had 
no shoes on and wore his trousers and shirt. 
He may have worn a coat or an overcoat. 
Wechsaung went to the till, whieh has acom- 
bination lock, the key of which was known only 
to him and Doepfner, and gave the boy meney 
to buy roils at Fifty-third-street and Third-ave- 
nue, three blocks away. McCleary, the plumber, 
at this time wasup and attending to business. 
Shortly before 7 o’sleck he met three of his em- 
ployes and an errand boy in the basement. The 
boy sent to Fifty-fourth-street for solder, eame 
back and went away again, and two ofthe 
three men went away after reeeiving inatruc- 
tions about a job. The other man, Joseph Mc- 


Comb, remained with his employer. At 
about this time Mrs. Kraft’s daughter 
Bella heard the front door bell ring 


for her mother’s apartment aud pulled the wire 
to admit some one. She heard a heavy tramp 
on the stairs a» few minutes later, but the per- 
son who came into the house did not enter the 
Kraft apartment. The circumstance was not 
considered singular, as her mother’s bell is con- 
stantly usea@ by strangers, because it is num- 
bered one and might be taken for a janitor’s. 
McCleary went up stairs and stood in front 


of the pharmacy with McComb waiting 
for his boy. He chatted with McComb, 
but is sure that no one left the 


store. MeComb went away to work and NMc- 
Cleary remembered that en Wednesday he had 
ordered supplies which were to be sent to his 
basement or left at the pharmacy if his place 
was closed. In the south windew of the phar- 
maey is a large Clock which Keeps correct time. 
As McCleary put his hand on the store door, 
which wae not locked, the clock marked 7:20. 

Intent on his supplies McCleary walked five 
feet into the store and called out: ‘Got any- 
thing for me?’ Asort of a response whieh 
might be taken as negative or positive came 
from the prescription roem. McCleary 
describes it as ‘‘a mumble.” Thinking that 
Wechsung was dressing, aud not convinced by 
the “mumble,” he waited. A customer joined 
him and they waited more than a minute. Mc- 
Cleary became impatient ana stamped on the 
floor. No one appeared and he walked to 
the alley whieh divides the east counter 
and peered into the prescription roeom. 
Just as he heard a groao he distinguished 
something lying in the doctor’s entrance to the 
prescription room, and, looking more closely, 
saw that it was a man stretched face downward 
on the floor with his head in the doorway. The 
head was Diloedy, and the right hand, which 
was extended, appeared to have been orushed. 
Horror-stricken, McCleary made for the landing 
door in the prescription room, It was wide 
open, and the ladder which should have been 
there was at the foo: of the cellar stairs, 

MoCleary rapped loudly at the landing door 
of Doepfoer’s room, exclaiming, “ For God’s 
sake, Mr. Deepfner, get up!” 

‘* What’s the matter ?’ asked Doepfner. 

“Something terrible. Murder in the store. 
Hurry up.” 

Doepfuer had locked the landing door, by 
which he aiways entered his bedroom, and was 
80 agitated that he dropped his keys. Falling 
to find them by groping on the floor, he entered 
the prescription room by crawling over Wech- 
aung’s bod and noticed that it had not been 
sleptin. This induced him when he stooped 
over his clerk to believe that he was tipsy and 
had fallen and hurt himself. ‘* What’s the mat- 
ter, Wechsunug?”’ he asked, and the reply was a 
groan. Then he lita match, and uttered an ex- 
clamation of terror when he saw blood. He 
again called on Wechsung to tell what had 
happened, and the latter faintly said, ‘ [ don’t 
know.” Doepfner told McCleary, who had got 
into the prescription room, to got a sponge, and 
with it and a basin of cold water bathed Wech- 
sung’s head, after he had sent McCleary to Mrs. 
Craft for hot water, 30 that he was alone with 
the injured man. 

Doepfner said that the cold water and some 
brandy restered Wechsung, and in a weak, 
dazed way he was able to say that he was sit- 
ting on the sofain the prescription room, put- 
ting on his shoes, when some one struck himon 
the head so that he fell on the floor, and rained 
biows on him while he was prostrate until he 
became insensible. He could not in any way 
desoribe his assailant. In going to the store 
for brandy, Doepfner saw that the cash 
drawer, in which the night before he had put 
$10 and some small change, was pulled out and 
rifled. While he was oaring for his olerk the 
boy, Krulisch,came without the rolis because 
the baker had none, and explained how Wech- 
sung opened the cash drawer to give him 
money. He was sent for Dr. MeGuire of 146 
East Fifty-sixth-street. On the doctor's arrival 
he prenounced the case a hopeless one, and ad- 
vised that an ambulance besentfor. A mes- 
senger announcing the attack and the robbery 
was sent to the station house, and this re- 
sulted in messages being sent to Bellevue 
Hospital, Acting Superintendent Byrnes, and 
Inspector Williams. Centra) Office and preeines 
detectives were at once detailed to huntup the 
ferecious thief. At Bellevue Hospital Wechsung 
was found to nave réceived trightful and neces- 
sarily fatal injuries. With a hatchet, which 
was found in the prescription room, repeated 
and fierce blows had destroyed the right side of 
his head, the injuries involving the frontal, 
parietal), and occipital bones. 

In endeavoring to ehield his head Wechsung’s 
right hand was repeatedly kacked. Three of 
the fingers hung by shreds, there was a gash 
across the baek of the hana, and a large bruise 
op the upper arm. Three of the fingers were 
amputated, and from the head three pieces of 
bone, each the size of @ dollar, and twenty 
splinters were removed by the surgeons’ fingers. 
He wore an overcoat when he was attacked, 
and the collar and shoulders of 16 were 
cut with the axe. Upto3 o’olock in the after- 
noon Wechsung was able now and then to talk 
to Detectives Khelly, Cuff, and Titus and Sergs. 
James K. Priee.of Inspector Williame’s staff, but 
he could not tell more than he told his employer. 
During the two hours which preceded his death 
he was unconscious. 

An examination of the prescription room cor- 
roborated Wechsung’s story. He had one shoe 
on when he was found and the other was near 
the sofa. Gouts and small pools of blood every- 
where showed how fierce and persistent the at- 
tack on him had been. There was positively no 
evidence that he was not sober, and it ap- 
peared reasonable te suppose that he got into 
the store late at nightorearly in the morn- 
ing, and when reused by the apprentice was 
asleep on the lounge, barefooted and covered 
with an overcoat After sending the boy 
for the rolls he felt chilly, put on 
the overcoat. and was putting on his shoes 
when he was attacked. How his assailant 
entered the preseription. room was not deter- 
mined. The theory that he was the person ad- 
mitted by Miss Craft aud thas he entered by the 
prescription room door on the landing 
is plausible, butit is likely that the mur 
derer and thief enteredand left vy the 
stoer door, although the cireumstances 
ot the landing door in _ the preseription 
room being opemed and the ladder being dis- 
placed have not been explained. © Taking into 
consideration the factthat the murdered man 
was fully awake at 7 o’eloek it is extremely 
probable that the attack was made before the 
till was rified and that the murderer entered the 
pines intent only on robbery, but discovered 

Yechsung and had to quiet him. 

The axe was what is known as acompion No. 2 
wood hatchet, with @ short handle, Both are 








covered with blood. The axe was gilt, but not 
new, as ite edge was nicked as if it had ehopped 
wood with nails in it. The money drawer had 
no mark of rough usage on it. It was certainly 
mot foreed and was no doubt left open by 
Wechsung when he gave the money for the 
rolla. 

Wechsung was born at Klausthal, Hanover, a 
aining town of the upper Hartz Mountains, in 
1860. His father was a merchant. The boy 
was graduated, with unusual honor at the Uni- 
versity of Goettingen. In 1882 he did army 
duty at Goettingen, and :came to America in 
1 


83. 

On Wednesday he passed his day off rational- 
ly, and was most of the time with Leo Paulsen, 
clerk with CO, Gherardi, druggist at Fifty-eightb- 
street and First-avenue. They went down town 
together at 8 o’cloek, and late at night played 
caras at @ saloon near Gherardi’s shop. Paulsen 
bade him good-night shortly after 11] o’clock, 
when he wenthome. Wechsung was then sober 
and did not say that he was not going to 
Doepfner’s store. 


PLAIT INVITED 10 OONFER. 








AND HE WILL VISIT PRESIDENT HAR- 
RISON PROBABLY TO-NIGHT. 

Although President Harrison would not 
have ex-Senator Platt in his Cabinet, he is not 
willing that Mr. Platt should stand aside and 
give his Administration no assistance. He has, 
therefore, requested Mr. Platt to visit him and 
talk over matters. The ex-Senator has accepted 
the invitation, and will make the visit to-day or 
to-night. Theinterview will undoubtedly be 
interesting to both parties, and there’are many 
men in Washington as well as in this State who 
would give much to listen to it. 

The visit to Washington will be made by Mr. 
Platt as an incident of a trip to Florida. He 
decided several days ago to make a visit to that 


State and stay there several weeks. President 
Harrison heard of his intention and was leth to 
delay cenferring with him until the end of that 
time. Hence the sudden request for an inter- 
view. Senator Fassett was probably the bearer 
of the invitation, as he came back from Wash- 
ington yesterday and had a talk with ex-Sena- 
tor Platt last night. 

Mr. Platt will start for Florida by way of 
Washington at 10 o'clock this morning in a 
special car from the Pennsylvania Railroad Sta- 
tion. Mrs. Platt will accompany him, and the 
journey is undertaken as much for her pleasure 
as for his desire to get rest after the political 
turmoil he has been in, and which he has en- 
dured witheut deriving any apparent advantage. 

On Lake Harris, very near the centreof Flori- 
da, Mrs. Platt owns an orange grove, a personal 
venture, the condition of which she wishes to 
investigate. And as she has exhaustea the 
possibilities of amateur photography in the 
North she wishes to take some snap 
shots at the semi-tropical beauties of 
Fiorida. In her pictures she has done 
what nobody in politics has—eaught her 
husband throwing stones. Many politicians 
who have been hurt by stones thrown by him 
would like to know how he projected them, but 
Mrs. Platt has a picture of him throwing them 
from a garden walk into a big wheelbarrow, pos- 
sibly for use in pelitical warfare. The missiles 
are caught in the air midway between the ex- 
Senator’s hands and the barrow. 








ANOTHER TRUNK MYSTERY. 

PARKERSBURG, West Va., March 7.—The 
twenty-sixth annual session of the Washington 
Conference, Methodist Episcopal Church, (col- 
ored,) is being held here. The attendanee is the 
largest in the history of the body. Bishop S. M. 
Merville of Chicago presided to-day, and the 
Rev. E. W. 8. Peck of Baltimore was re-elested 
Secretary. The Rev. J. L. Thomas of Washing- 
ton was chosen Statistical Secretary. 

The duties of the Secretaries of the various 
Conference departments excited a heated dis- 
cussion, owing to the alleged fact that moneys 
deposited in what 1s called the ‘Conference 
trung,” a receptacle for contributions to the 
various church and charitable departments, had 
not been strictly and correctly accounted for. 
There had been considerable misunderstandiug 
relative to the disposition of these moneys 

The Rev. A. Reed said that there “had al- 
Ways been a hole in the bottem and top of that 
trunk.” The Rev. R. 8 Smith wae also of the 
opinien that ‘‘ money was put in the trunk and 
somebody took it out and did not report the 
fact.” The trunk arrangement was very unsat- 
isfactory, owing doubtiess more to a misunder- 
standing of the duties of the various finan- 
cial officers than to anything else. No imputa- 
tion was implied by the warm arguments, but 
the ministers complained that the various de- 
partments were not properly managed in their 
relation to the financial end of the Conference. 
The trouble was settied in a satisfactory man- 
ner by the passage of a resolution that all 
moneys excepting those to be applied to the re- 
lief of superannuated ministers be paid to the 
Treasurer and receipted for by him. 








EARLY REOORDS OF CONGRESS. 

HARTFORD, March 7.—Mr. Charles J. Hoadly, 
the State Librarian in the Capitol here, is the 
only person in the United States, so far as 
known, who owns copies ef the Weekly Journal 
issued by the Continental Congress in 1779. A 
few copies, some of them duplicating *Mr. 
Hoadly’s, are preserved in the New-York State 
Library. The numbers ewned by the Connecti- 
eut State Librarian extend from April 24 until 
July 5. The pagesin several numbers of the 
Journal have not been cut. The numbers owned 
by the New-York State Library, issued during 
the period In question, are May 1 and 10, May 
24 and 31, and June 7. The New- York Library 
also possesses three numbers, Feb. 1, March 1 
and 31, not owned by Mr. Hoadly. All the 
numbers were printed by David ©. Claypool. 
They contain a more complete record of the 
proceedings of Congress than is to be found in 
the annual volumes.

THE LAWYERS. 

THE MANHATTAN ELEVATED COMPANY 
ASKS TO HAVE TWENTY-FIVE MEM- 
BERS OF THE BAR INDICTED. 

Since the Manhattan Railway Company 
was created it has been trying to evade by 
every Manner and means payment of the dam- 


cess. It now hasa new scheme, which came to 
light yesterday. 

Col. John R. Fellows, District Attorney, this 
time appears to nave fallen into the grasp of 
Jay Gould and the other people who seem to be 
laboring under the delusion that they own, not 
only the elevated road, but the city and county 
as well. So thinking, they are trying to use the 
Court of General Sessions, the Grand Jury of 
the October term, and all the machinery that is 
popularly supposed to dole out justice to aid 
them in their little enterprise. In short, they 
propose to get 25 lawyers who have had the 
effrontery to prosecute claims against them in- 
dicted for champetry and maintenance. It is 
the theory of the elevated raiiroad people that 
these lawyers, and many of them are of high 
standing, are illegally inciting peuple to litiga- 
tion. 

Other attempts of the Manhattan Railway 
Company to stave off the payments of the 
Claims have been audageious, but this one had 
peculiarities all its own. That the District At- 
torney should tolerate the complaints, that he 
should aliow himself to be made a bulwark 
against the people who have ciaims to prose- 
cute, is not one of the least remarkable parts of 
this bold attempt to tie up the lawyers of the 
city. Jay Gould seems to have stalked right 
into the District Attorney’s olfice, taken pos- 
session of Col. Fellows’s desk, and then drivea 
Col. Fellows’s young men around and made 
them do his bidding. 

The whole meve is looked upon pretty gener- 
ally as a big biaff on the part of the big corpora- 
tion to scare the lawyers off. The past efforts of 
the railway eompany to abstain from paying 
tor the damage it caused to property are 
familiar enough. Almostevery case that was 
brought against the eompany in the courts was 
fought with the bitterest vigor, and there was 
no lack of appeals and stays and annoying de- 
lays. Then, when judgments were ratified again 
and again, all sorts of efforts were employed by 
the company to put off the Gay of payment. 
Then the commission to determine what 
damages shoulda be awarded, was created at the 
compary’s request. Three Commissioners were 
appoluted, with compensation at $10 per hour 
per man. 

but still the unfeeling lawyers of the city 
kept piling up the claims. This was depressing 
to Mr. Gould and the Manhattan Company. The 
claims wers hard enough to bear, but the 
activity of the Jawyers was especially annoy- 
ing. £0 the Manhattan Company had to de- 
vise @ plan to frighten the lawyers. It was 
part of the plan to let the Grand Jury do the 
heavy work. 
slip in the programme. 

When all was ready the Manhattan’s General 
Manager, Coil. Hain, went to the District At- 
torney’s office and communed with Col. Fel- 
lows. He laid his evidence before the Colonel, 
and the District Attorney put one of his young 
men on the case. Affidavits irom Col. Hain 
and others as to the grievous way iu which the 
lawyers had been offending against the peace of 
the county—and incidentally, of course, against 
the peace of the Manhattan. Railway Company 
—were submitted to the Grand Jury. These 
papers, 1t is said, related how the lawyers had 
been going about looking up,people who had vo 
idea of suing the company ry getting them to 
place the cases in their hands. 

On Wednesday the Grand Jury summoned 
about 50 property owners to appear as wit- 
nesses, and asked them to display the contracts 
made with their lawyers, in which, 1t is alleged, 
it was stipulated that the lawyers agreed to 
bear all the cost and expense of the legal pro- 
ceedings and to collect a certain proportion ef 
the damages, if amy were recovered, for their 
fees. Leo C. Dessar, an ex-Civil Justice, whose 
ottice is at 261 Broadway, was informed by 
some of his clients of the condition of affairs, 
and anticipating certain results, he went to Part 
I. ef the Court of Genersl Sessions with Will- 
lam F. Howe. Said the latter, addressing 
Judge Gilderslesve: 

“A prominent lawyer, a man of well-known 
character and ability, appeais to your Houor 
Tor justice. At various times he has sued the 
elevated railway aud obtained judgment. All 
the questions which arose were heard pefore 
Judge Van Hoesen and settled; but now some- 
thing novel in law and fact has arisen. In fact, 
it ia an attempt onthe partof the elevated 
road to obtain @ criminal injunction to prevent 
citizens from prosecuting suits for damages,” 

Mr. Howe asked the court to instruct the 
Grand Jury thaé itshould take no steps in the 
Case, a8 it: was but a misdemeanor that was 
charged, and that such a charge should first go 
before @ police Magistrate. The upshot of the 
discussion was that Judge Gildersiceve sent for 
Foremaa C. H. Scott of the Grand Jury. After 
a conference, he said that he had instrueted the 
Grand Jury that he would charge its members 
to-day as tou the law relating to champetry aud 
maintenance. 

The statute under which the proveedings are 
nominally brought is section 74 of the Civil 
Code, whieh says: ‘*No attorney shall advance 
any Valuable vonsideration to any person as 
the inducement of the placing, or in considera- 
tion of having placed, in the bands of the attor- 
ney, counsel, or solicitor, or any other person, 
apy debt, demand, or thing for the purpose of 
bringing an action thereon.” 

Some ot the lawyers attacked admit that they 
have furnished both services and costs, while 
others have only given their services. There 
is no attempt at denying this, for the lawyers 
are notfrigitened. ‘hey Kuow, they say, that 
the courts have, again and again, decided that 
there isuo crimein taking acase for contin- 
gent fees, that there is practically no such 
offense as cham perty in this State, and that the 
courts have recognized in the contingent fee 
system a protection for the poor man who can- 
not afford to dire a lawyer outright against the 
rich Man who finds no diflicuity in getting good 
legal advice, whatever the nature of his case. 
The lawyers feel .well assured that Mr. Gould’s 
Case Cannot succeed. Among these clients are 
some of the most reputable people in the city, 
and among the lawyers who have taken up tbe 
eases are some of the most reputable members 
of the profession. 

For wonths, 1t is charged, detectives have 
dogged the fvotsteps of the litigants, have 
crowded into their houses and intimidated their 
wives, and have harried the nen from dawn te 
sunset, and from home to store or office. Yes- 
terday the Grand Jury witness room was filled 
with elevated railroad lawyers and deteetives 
and with property owners, stmmoned to ap- 
ovar. Nobody else was allowed there. A law- 
yer who slipped in with his elient, one of the 
property owners, was summarily ordered out, 
at the special request of Mr. Towle, one of the 
railroaa’s counsel. 





EDISON’S PATENTS IN CANADA VOID. 

OTrawa, March 7.—The incandescent electric 
lighting patent held by the Edison Electric 
Light Company has been declared null and void 
in Canada on the ground of failure to comply 
with the patent regulations which provide that 
the article thus patentec must be manufactured 
in Canada within one year from the issue of the 
patent, and the imposition of the same patent 
from the United States must cease within two 
yoars. 

This is the decision reached in the famous 
Patent sult by Richard Pope, Commissioner of 
Patents, and bis desision will be announced to- 
Morrew. The appellants were the United States 
Electric Lighting and the Westinghouse Elestric 
Companies, represented in Canada by Ahern & 
Soper of Ottawa and the Royal Eleetric Com- 
pany of Montreal.

THE RUN ON THE COMPTOIR D’ESCOMPTE 


CONTINUED. 

PARIS, March 7.—The officers of the Comptoir 
a’Escompte were crowded to-day with persons 
awaiting to withdraw their deposits. The Bourse 
was agitated. Société des Métaux shares fell 
15t., and Rio Tinto shares 26f. 25c. Comptoir 
d’Escompte shares fell considerably. 

The Comptoir d’Escompte has obtained nearly 
150,000,000f. to meet the run on the bank. Yes- 
terday 37,500,000%. was withdrawn. It is 
learned that on the late M. Rochereau’s advice 
the Comptoir d’Esvompte gave the Société des 
Métaux a credit of 30,000,000% M. Rochereau 
himself bought 2,000 shares of the Sooiété des 
Métaux, besides backing the Rio Tinto, Tharsis, 
and Cape Copper Companies.

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TO INCREASE ENGLAND’S NAVY. 





DISCUSSING THE PROPOSALS 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

LONDON, March 7.~Lord George Hamilton, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, stated in the 
House of Commons te-day that the delay in 
supplying the navy with guns was due tothe 
failure of the system of lining. All the ships, 
he said, would be supplied by the end of the 
present year. He stated that the Government 
proposed to build 8 first-elass men-of-war of 
14,000 tons each and two of 9,000 tons; 9 
first-class oruisers, 29 smaller cruisers, 4 of the 
Pundora type of cruisers, and 18 of the sharp- 


sheoter type of torpedo vessels. The total 
tonnage of all these vessels will be 318,000,and 
the total cost £21,500,000, 

Lora George Hamilton asked that £10,000,000 
be appropriated from the consolidated fund for 
the proposed increuse of the navy, and that the 
remainder of the sum required be provided for 
in the ordinary estimates. He promised that 
the Admiralty’s programme would bo executed 
within four and a half years. 

Mr. Goschen, Chancellor of the Exch 
said that the total vote to be asked for 1889 
was £4, ,000, including £2,600,000 for new 
construction. It was not peers. to raise the 
£10,000,000 asked for, which might be called a 
naval defense fund, by means of a loan. The 
Government scheme was to equalize the pay- 
ments over seven years, imposing £1,430,000 
additional taxation yearly. 

Lord George Hamilton said that 210,000,000 
worth of the work would be put out at private 
contract, while the remainder would be done 
in the Government dock yards. The scheme 
muft stand or fall as a whole. Therefore he 
hoped the Opposition would treat the proposals 
in a patriotic spirit. He did not think that the 
proposed naval inorease would induce otber na- 
tions to attempt to rival England in naval 
strength, because Engiand had refrained from 
loilitary rivalry.

He gave notice of an amandment de- 
elaring that Engiand’s naval strength ought to 
be equal to the navies ef France and any other 
great power combined.

LONDON, March 7.—The British man-of-war 
Sultan has been wrecked on the Island of Co-

The Sultan was an iron 
armor-plated vessel of 9,290 tons. She was 
temporarily attached to the Mediterranean 
squadron.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 


LONDON, March 7.—Queen Victoria arrived at 
Biarritz to-day. Her Majesty was welcomed by 
the Mayor of the eity and other prominent per- 
sons. The Queen was enthusiastically cheered 
by the people along the route from the railway 
station to her villa. President Carnot sent a 
telegraphic message of welcome to her and has 
placed a military band at her disposal during 
her stay at Biarritz. 

The returns issued by the Board of Trade 
show that during the month of February the 
imports increased 22,780,000 and the exports 
decreased £380,000 as compared with those of 
the corresponding mepth last year. 

The British ship Vandalia, Capt. Coonan, 
from Perth Amboy, Feb. 5, for London, with 
petroleum, has been sunk off Bognor by collis- 
ion with an unknown steamer. One of the 
crew was killed by the falling of an anchor and 
one wasdrowned. The remainder were saved. 
The boats of the steamer rendered no assist- 
ance. 

The dissident Liberals have formed a central 
organizing counoil, which will hola its first 
meeting on March 22.

BURGLARY EPIDEMIO.

RESIDENTS OF AN UP-TOWN NEIGHBOR- 
HOOD NERVOUS AND EXCITED. 


Some excitement seems to have stirred up 
the residents of West Fiftietn and West Fifty- 
first streets .on account of sevoral attempts, 
mostly unsuccessful, of so-called-burglars to ef- 
fect entrances into housos in that neighborhood. 
Noarly ull of the thefts have beon trivial, but 
the conseoutiveness of the attempts at burg- 
lary has put the residents on the alert.

Onthe night. of Washing- 
ten’s Birthday an entrance was eftected in a 
Similar way inio the kitchen of the house occa- 
piea by 8. CO. Hawkins of 325 West Filty-firat- 
street. The thieves made their way up to the 
second floor, where they were evidentiy 
scared off by hearihe Mr, Hawkins, 
who was awake and walking his = rvom, 
to subdue neuralgia. Then the thieves went 
down to the house of Jacob Hoffman, 343 West 
Fifty-tirst-street, which they entered, and stole 
about $35 in oash and Mr. Hoffman's silver 
watch, In making their esoape they awakened 
one of Mr. Hoffiman’s daughters, who «ave the 
alarm. The police responded, but the thieves 
got away. Last Friday night Miss Hoffman 
heard a noisé in the rear yard, and peering out, 
saw some* men trying to break into the house 
ocoupied by James Nicholson, 347 West Fifty- 
first-street., She screamed and frightened the 
thieves away. 

Nearly all of these cases were at once brought 
to the knowledge of the police, and detectives 
were put at work, The cases which were not 
reported were those where the owners had lost 
nothing. The residents on Fifty-first-street tell 
Many stories about seeing figures in slouch hats 
lurking around the back fences.

TO IMPROVE QUARANTINE. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., March 7.—At the Quaran- 
tine conference to-day an interesting paper was 
read by Dr. D..M. Burgess of the hospital serv- 
ice stationed at Havana.

Surgeon-General Hamilton said the United 
States Government should have a physician at- 
tached to every consulate iu foreign perts where 
yellow fever and other infeotious diseases are 
liable to break out, in order to secure to the 
Government through consular agents reliable 
informatien for the protection of the American 
people. A resolution indorsing Dr. Hamilton's 
proposition was offered by Dr. Foster of Georgia 
and wae adopted by the conference. ; 

Dr. Hawilton offered a resolution giving the 
opinion of the conference that all nations 
should endeavor te eradicate plague centres 
frem their territory, that the existence of such 
plague centres is a menace to other nations, and 
that our State Department be requegted to botl- 
fy other nations of this action.” This was 
adopted 

The President appointed a committee, con- 
sisting of ene from each State represented, to 
prepare and formulate rules and regulatiens to 
control and eniorce quarantines. The confer- 
enced ajourned sine die.

OLD FIGHT LIKKLY TO 
BE RENEWED. 

A JOINT COMMITTER PASSES RESOLU- 
TIONS—THE INTER-STATE BOARD TO 
_ BE NOTIFIED. 

The joint meeting of representatives 
of the trunk lines and Central Traflic Associa- 
tion roads at the office of Commissioner Fink 
was finished yesterday, when a long series.of 


resolutions on the subject of commissions on | 


Passenger tickets was made public. After re- 


citing the fact that illegal commissions are still 
paid the resolutions go on as follows: 

» Resolved, That each and every railroad company 
here represented pledges itself that it will nov pay, 
share, or allow the whole or any part of any furm of 
commission, part salary, side cut, or other cousid- 
eration in connection with the sale of tickets of the 
issus of other companies, nor ,ermit its tickets to be 
sold at any point on Commission; and each company 
here represented will prohibit its ageuts from re- 
ceiving commissions from other companies. 

Resoived, Vhat thes railroad companies here 
represented further autnorize the Chairman and 
Vice-Cha rman ef the joint committee to give notice 
of this action regarding commissions to the mauag- 
ing officers and Geneial Passenger Agents of all 
lines with which these companies desire to continue 
through ticket arrangements, requesting them to 
refrain from the payment of commissions to the 
agents of these companies or ty any other persons 
in the territory traversed by these lives, and to 
refrain from the pay mentof commissions any where 
upon any tickets reading over these lines or any 
part thereof. 

kKeaolved, That if any railroad company so ad- 
vised shall fai or decline to conform to such notice 
upon a date to be fixed by the Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman of the joint committees, prompt action 
shall be taken in such Case. uuder the trunk line 
contract and the organization of the jvint commit- 
tee; and alav before the Lutur-sState Commerce Com- 
missiun, if, in the judgment of the Chairman of the 
joint committee, such a course seems to him neves- 
sary and desirable 

Resolved, That all the agreements regarding the 
abolishment of commissions on first and secend 
class business be also made to apply to foreign im- 
migrant traffic as well, ):rovided that this shail net 
be constraed to prohibit the payment of the uni- 
form commercial ailowance te ocean steamship com- 
panies and lines upon prepaid and Kuropean orders 
not exceeding 10 per cent. or $2 for each whole 
ticket, as may be agreed upon by the Atlantic 
seaboard roads. 

These resolutions will take effect on April 1, 
before whieh time ticket sellers all over the 
country will be notified that the lines in the 
agreement will pay no more commissions, di- 
rectly or indirectly. The Trunk Line Executive 
Committee has also passed a resolution reaf- 
firming its opposition to commissions and in- 
stracting the Trunk Line Passenger Committes 
to take steps to stoptheir payment. The joint 
committee also passed a resolution requesting 
its Chairman to forward to the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission copies of the resolutions of 
the Trunk Line Executive Committees and the 
joint committee, tegether with the circular of 
Westerm roads authorizing the payment of com- 
missions, and to express to the Inter-Btate Com- 
merce Commission the earnest desire of the rail- 
road companies represented in the joint com- 
mittee that the payment of commissions be 
prohibited. Moreover, the: Commissioners are 
asked to take early action on the question, and 
there seems to be an excellent chanee of the old 
fight between the Eastern and Western roads 
being reopened. 

TICKET SCALPERS’ HOLD. 

CHICAGO, March 7.—It appears that the tieket 
soalpers are not having so hard a time as is 
generally supposed. The discovery has been 
made that some of them are well supplied 
with Colorado tourist tiekets, which they offer 
for sale at $1 less than the taritt rates. These 
tickets are issued in ap irregular way by the 
roads connecting with the Western lines. The 
General Passenger Agent of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy purehased at a sealper’s 
office to-day two of these tiekets over 
his line to Denver and return. The tickets 
were issued. by the Louisville, New-Albany 
and Chicago, with a coupon good over 
that road between Indianapolis and 
Chicago. The Colorado tourist ticket adopted 
by the Western lines must, according to agree- 
ment, be signed by the passenger in the pres- 
ene of the agent of whom itis purchased and 
the description of the purchaser must be 
punched in the ticket. The tiekets found to-day 
were net signed. 

Itis said that a number of such tickets is- 
sued by the Moron and the Big Four Roads are 
inthe marketand are effered by scaipers at 
$44, the regular rate being $45. The matter js 
being investigated and uniess the tickets are 
taken off the market the Western roads will re- 
fuse to honor the issues of the companies 
named. 


NEEDED REFORM URGED. 

WASHINGTON, Mareh 7.—The third and last 
day’s session of the conference ef State Rail- 
road Commissioners with the Inter-State Com- 
meree Commission was held in the office of the 
commission to-day. The report of the Commit- 
tee on Statisties recommending for the use of 
railroads uniform blanks for making annual re- 


ports to the State boards was adopted. Several 
changes from the original book of forms were 
made. A resolution was also passed leoking to 
the final adoption of a uniform and improved 
coupler. 

The question of railroad legislation went over 
until the next meeting, when a report will be 
submitted by Mr. Crocker of Massachusetts, 
Chairman of the committee appointed at yester- 
day’s meeting. The subjeet of railroad aeci- 
dents was discussed, and a resolution was 
adopted recommending the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission to consider the matter of 
automatic signals in aiding in the protection of 
life, and requesting that the eommission advise 
the railroads in regard to the adoption of the 
best appliances in this line. The conference 
adjourned subject to the call of the President. 


RIVALS FOR A NEW ROAD. 

Utica, N. Y.. March 7.—A large meeting of 
Capitalists interested in the projeet of building 
a railroad frem Saratoga to Utica, through 
Johnstown, Gloversville, Dolgeville, and North- 
ern Herkimer County, was held this afternoon 
in the Gloversville Opera House. J. C. Hutchin- 
son of Johnstown presided, and D. C. Durfee of 
Gloversville was Secretary. Judge Wendell of 


Fort Plain presented plans for a route running 
from Gloversville to Fort Plain, crossing the 
Mohawk and connecting at Fort Plain with a 
proposed railroad to Richfield Springs. Engineer 
Sonkine of Oneida argued that the route to 
Richtield Springs and the seal country was 
much shorter than by the way of Utica. 

N. E. Kernan, brother of ex-United States 
Senator Kernan, who headed the Utica delega- 
tion, presented the claims of that city. After 
some further discussion a committe was ap- 
pointed to investigate and report at a meeting 
to be held at the same place on March 19, at 
1:30P.

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 
Commissioner Daniels has received a letter from 
Inter-State Commissioner T. M. Cooley, in which 


the latter said he understood that the Chicago roads 
had begun to pay commissions again, and that if 
that course were persisted in it would be necessa 
to take the question up ata public hearing at Chi- 
eago, where the question would be of the reduction 
of the passenger tariffs of all the roads paying com- 
missions to the extent of those commissions. He 
intimated that it would be well for the managers oz 
the offending roads to consider what the inevitable 
effect of such an investigation would be. 

The official reports say the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company carried into Washington over 
its lines between 1 o’clock A.*M. March 8 and 
noon of March 4 over 30,000 passengers. This re- 

uired 120 trains of 10 cars each, all in addition to 
the regular passenger trains. The namber of 

assengers carried was about 50 per cent. greater 
han at the corresponding period of four hres ago, 
and represents receipts of not less than $180,000,

A STATE EXCHANGE FOR THE FARMERS’ 
ALLIANCE IN GEORGIA. 


ATLANTA, Ga., March 7.—The Farmers’ Alll- 
ance has swept everything before it in this 
State, and now virtually dictates the move- 
ments of the politicians. Thecounty merchants 
have been pushed to the wall in many instances, 
and county warehouses have been established 
by the alliance men. The work for a State 
Exchange has been completed. The officers of 
the State Exchange in session here to-day are: 
Felix Corput, President; L. F, Livingston, Vice- 


President; L. & Ledbetter, Seoretary; R. A. 
Kelley, Treasurer. 

President Corput, speaking of the scepe, pur- 
poses, and membership of the body, said: * fhe 
purposes of the Exchange are to conduct a gen- 
efal mercantile business, to act as agent for 
the purchase and sale of all kinds of farm and 
orchard produets {and general forwardiug agent 
for ali Kindsof comwmouities. To erect, manage, 
and operate warehouses, stock yards, grain 
elevators, packing establishments; to manu- 
facture guano or other fertilizers, and all such 
other enterprises as may be found neeessary 
or advisable to tuelr profit and betterment, 
That covers about all the grouod on which the 
farmers want protection. The Exchange will 
own property and be a person In law and will 
have the riuht to issue aud float debenture or 
other bonds and to do a printing and publisa- 
ing business. 

“As to the capital, we shall have a focapital 
stock ef $1,000,000, $200,000 of which has 
been subseribed, and $50,000, or 25 per cent. 
will be called in to begin eperations. with. We 
have 80,000 members and 190 sub-alliances in 
Georgia. By transacting their business through 
the Exchanye the turwers can Duy the necessa- 
ries of life cheaper, and by being helped by the 
Exchange cau bold their cotton until prices are 
forced up. It may hurt the cormorant, put the 
honest merchant need have no fear. It wi cut 
down the cent per cent pr@tits of the merchants 
who sell on six months’ time and come down 
with their mortgages and liens at the first 
blowtng of the cotton in the Fall. All we pur- 
pose duing is to offer goods at reasonable 
rates. If the farmers can buy them 
cheaper anywhere elses, or if they want to buy 
them anywhere else, they can doso. The plan 
is one for protection solely. Theas cormorants 
who have made the farmers squirm under their 
beaks for years ought not complainif their 
prey escapes them ana defends itself. The Ex- 
change must be aituated in a central city 
having good railroad facilities, so it oan be ac- 
cessible for trade and easily used asa distrib- 
uting point. Within these limitations the cily 
offering us the best inducements in the way of 
land, building, &c., will secure the Exchange.”

A VICTIM OF THE BOYCOTT TRIES TO 
‘KILL HIS OLD FOREMAN. 

John Probanski, a Pole, was discharged 
from the cooper shop at Beadleston & Woerz’s 
brewery, West Tenth-street, in January last. 
Yesterday he applied to Stephen Weiss, foreman 
of the shop, for work. Being told that thera 
was no place for him there, because all the men 
would strike if he was employed, he pulled a 
revolver from his poeket and fired point blank 
at Weiss. Fortunately, the shot went wide of 
the mark, and before Probanski could fire again 
he was disarmed by the workmen and given up 
to the poliee. 

He told Justice O’Reilly at Jefferson Market 
Police Court that he was sorry he had not killed 
Weiss, Last Jute, Probanski said, being @ 
member of the Coopers’ Union, he struck work 
with the others. But aftera few weeks of idle- 
ness, he felt compassion for the sufferings of 
his wife and two young children, abjured trades 
unions, and went back to work. When the strike 
waa settled, his returning fellow-werkmen de- 
nounced him as a “seab” and made his life a 
burden by petty persecution. Foreman Weiss, be 
said, continually found fault with his work, and 
in January discharged him. Sinve then he 
nas been blacklisted wherever he hasapplied for 
work, and noforeman dared to hire him for 
fear the other men would strike. He considered 
Weiss the author of all hia trouble, and he wens 
to the brewery yesterday intending to seek 
work of Mr. Woerz personally, and, if refused, 
to shoot his snemy (Weiss) and kill himseif. 
Not finding Mr. Woerz, he went directly te 
Weiss, 

Probanskit was committed for trial, and at 
jail broke down and wept bitterly.

F. W. Swink, the General Man- 
ager of the works at Reading, was the otber 
member chosen. 

The committee will continue in control for the 
time being, and in the meantime a careful ap- 
praisement of the assets will be made. For this 
purpose a second committee of five was named, 
and upon this the creditors and the company 
were given representation. 

Another committee will go to work at once 
and prepare a plan of reorganization. This 
committee will repert at a meeting to be held 
Thursday next, if possible, or if not then, ata 
meeting the date for which will then be agreed 
upon.

FAULTS TO Bk 


MUCH-NEEDED CHANGES ORDERED IN 
PUBLIC SOCHOOLHOUSE NO, 9. 

A letter was received by Mayor Grant 
several days ago from Mr. W. R. Jenkins ask- 
ing bim to visit Public School No. 9, at the 
northeast corner of West End-avenue and 
Eighty-seeond-street, and determine for him- 
self whether the school building was suited to 
the accommodation of 1,100 children. Mr. 
Jenkins informed the Mayor tbat there was not 
@ plastered wall visible in the building, thatthe 
widest stairway was wood-lined and only 29 
inebes in width, with wooden staircases, under 


and near which ran the pipes of the big stoves 
used to warm the building. Its so-called balls, 
or passages, Mr. Jenkins said, were only 30 
inches wide, and there were no means Of es- 
cape frem its rear if a fire should start in frent. 

As the Mayor theught that a reform in the 
character of the school building couid be more 
speedily effected if 1t should be inspected by 
the proper authorities, Le sent Nr. Jenkins’s 
letter to the Fire Department. Superintendent 
D’Veneh of the Bureau of Buildings made au 
inspection and reportet to the Fire Commis- 
sioners that the means of egress from the 
school building were insufficient, that stove- 
pipes were placed so near woedwork as to put 
it in danger of fire, that the bails, stairways, 
aud doors were badly disposed and inadequate, 
and that generally the building was 1il-suiled to 
the accomimudation of 1,000 cbildren. Super- 
lnteudent D’Oench reported that he had given 
an order for the rewoval of stovepipes from 
the neighborhocd of the woodwork and for the 
eonsiruction of tire escapes in the form of out- 
slde Blairs and platforms, 

The Fire Commissioners sent the report of 
Superintendent D’Oench to Mayor Grant yes- 
terday, and he transmitted it to President 8im- 
mons of the Board of Education, with the re- 
quest that the necessary Changes in the con- 
atruction of the school building be speedily 
complied with.

A OONDENSING FAOTORY OLOSES, 

NORWALK, Conn., March 7.—The condensing 
factory at Hawleyville is to be closed April 1. 
fhe Orange County Milk Association, which 
leased the property for five years, expecting to 
buy it if profitable, has not been able to 


realize @ profit from the factory, and rather 
than incur farther loss will shut dewn and pay 
rent on an unused property. 

The reasons assigned for the profitiess busi- 
ness are the wet season, which caused a great 
flow of milk the Summer through, and the 
Florida quarantine, which eut off their market 
for condensed milk, The company has made 
butter and eheese at its Goshen and Fort 
Plaio (N. Y.) factories this Winter neeessarily 
at a loss with the Winter price for milk.

REFORM DISCUSSED AT HARTFORD—AN 


ENVELOPE SYSTEM. 

HARTFORD, March 7.—The hearing on the 
Beoret Ballot bill was begun this afternoon. 
The legislative committee from the State 
labor organizations was represented by Ira F. 
Baleh of Manchester, Thomas H. Kehoe of 
New-Britain, George W. Hewitt of Groton, and 
Charies B. Leunard ef this city. James Good- 
acre, also of Hartford, also represented the 
American Federation of Labor in the State. 
The majority of the labor men ask for the 
adoption of an envelope system, Mr. Alpert H. 
Walker of thiscity submitted a new envelope 
bill, which provides for apartment voting fer 
every 200 voters. Complete seclusion is se- 
cured to each voter while preparing his ballot. 


The envelopes are to be furnished by the towns. 
Any elector will have the right to deposit bal- 
lots in.the apartment for use by the voters. 

The friends of the Australian bill, recommend- 
ed by the Labor Commissioner, were not pres- 
ent. Col John A. Tibbitts of New-London, 
Charles E. Mitchell of New-Britain, Heury C. 
Rebinson and Judge William F. Henney of 
Hartford, and Congressman Simonds are ex- 

ected to appear in behalf of the measure next 
Wednesday Senator Morse of Meriden op- 
posed all seoret ballot bills before the commit- 
tee this afternoon, holding that the present 
laws, if enforced, wil! eliminate bribery from 
elections, 

The policy of the State eoncerning savings 
banks bas been thoroughly conservative, and 
vicious legielationin regard tothem has net 
been practicable in years past, At present the 
Committee on Banks has a bill under eonsidera- 
tion that would open the doors to gross mis- 
managements if allowed to become alaw, It 
authorizes the savings bankein the State to 
invest theirsurplus an@10 percent. of their 
deposits in debenture bonds and mortgage se- 
curities outside of Connecticut. Ampag the 
savings bank managers in this city the bill has 
not a partiele of support. Senater Oatlin of 
Stratford, Chairman of the Banks Committ is 
also opposed to it. The committee has reported 
in favorof a new bank in Waterbury, to be 
known as the Weat Side Savings Bank. 

The newspapers of the State have not shown 
the least interest in the libel bill introduced by 
Mr. Near of Bridgeport. Atthe hearing before 





the Judiciary Committee this week no one ap- - 


peared in bebalfof the measure. 1t embodies 
the features of the Michigan law on the subject. It 
provides that no action for libel sball be brought 
or maintained unless the plaintiff shall, before 
bringing the suit, request the defendant to pub- 
lish # retravtion of the libel and allow te the 
defendant a reasonable time in which to pub- 
lish such retraction and to make such amends 
as are reasonable and possible. The act also 
provides that it shall no§ be lawful for an at- 
torney at law to bring or conduct any action of 
libel for a contingent fee, or with the under- 
standing that he is to receive any portion of the 
damages. The attorney is also prohibited by 
the act from advancing money or incurring any 
liability for defraying the expeases of the plaint- 
iff. The fate of the measure is not promising. 
The Sunday railroad law, which now pre- 
vents the unloading of freizht between sunrise 


and sunset “except from necessity or 
merey,” will be considerably modified this 
session, A Dill has been reported favorably 


from the Judiciary Committee giving the Kail- 
road Commissioners power to suspend the 
operation of the statute so as to permit the 
handling of freizht, loading and unloading, be- 
tween steamboats and cara until 8 A. M. ab any 
depot or station where future necessity or the 
preservation of the freight may require the 
suspension. This modification of the law is 
realiy needed, especially at the seaport towns. 
It will also afford much relief in this city, where 
a great deal of perishable freight is received 
during the fruit and Berry seasons, 


OATTLE IN A GALS. 


DANGERS IN THE WAY OF GETTING THEM 
OVER THE OCEAN. 

There is a great deal of live stock being 
shipped to Europe, Many of the vessels now 
engaged in the trade will haul off as next Sum- 
mer approaches and prepare to share in the 
passenger business. It is surprising how the 
cattle are able to live through the passage, car- 
ried as they are on the upper deck and subject- 
ed to all the hardships of the North Atlantic in 
Winter time. The risk is great, and nothing but 
the heavy remuneration to be ebtained would 


tempt vessel owners to earry on the traffic. In 
heavy weather, when the vessel is rolling and 
pitehing, the bellowing ef the frightened cattle 
often rises above the roarofthe storm, Many 
of them become seasick, fall aown, and are 
trampled upon by the remaining cattle in the 

en. As soon as there is a dead steer 
fh one ef the pens it is absolutely neoces- 
essary to get him overboard. Sailors often 
have difficult feats te perform, but when it 
comes to sending one of their number into & pen 
to bend on the end of ahoist to a dead steer’s 
leg, and todoing thigin the midst of a fright- 
ened bunch of Texas steers, Jack often makes 
a bad meas of it. Not infrequently the steers 
break down some of the pens, and by their 
shifting about between the rails effect seriously 
the vessel’s trim, If this happens ina heavy 
atorm 1 will likely place the ship in imminent 
danger, 

‘Vbere is only one remedy, and that is to get 
the steers overboard. A bunch of them are 
shut off as closely as possible, the ports knocked 
down, and, as the vesse! gives a heavy roll, they 
are fairly pushed over into the seething water. 
A big 6-inch hawser throws them off as if they 
were 80 many flies. The.ports are. closed, and 
as one glances back pver the waves the cattle 
can be seen struggling desperately to keep 
themselves up. The big steamer plows 
her way on, and perhaps in an hour or so, if 
there is any more trouble in the trimming of the 
vessel, consigns another dozen or fifteen steers 
to the ocean, 

The Lower Hill, which left yesterday, carried 
@ vwery large number of these cattle, but 
the chances are tuat, with the heavy seas she 
must have epcountered last nignt about 300 
miles olf the coast, there was hard work on deck 
for all hands. Ali the Hill Line steamers are at 
present carrying cattle to London, to say 
nothing of many British tramp vessels. On the 
other side the cattle are put through a short 
fattening process and then killed.

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AN OLD FIGHT RENEWED. 


NEW-JERSEY LEGISLATORS BUSY WITH 


MANY MEASURES. 

TRENTON, N. J., Mareh 7.—Harrison is a city 
of Hudson County, opposite Newark, on the 
Passaic River. Kearny is a township, also 
lying along the same river. Mr. Farrell, who 
represents these municipalities in the Assem- 
bly, has introduced a bill which provides for 
the consolidation of the township and city un- 
der one government. The fight athome between 
those fer and those against the scheme has 


reached Trenton, and to-day the committee 
having the bill in charge was deluged with pe- 
titions from the residents. 

The fight has also served to revive the bitter- 
ness aroused during the last campaign between 
the Clark Brothers of spool-cotton fame and 
Gen. J. Watts Kearny, son of Gen. Phil 
Kearny. Beoause of differences between the 
manufacturers and Gen. Kearny, occasioned 
by the latter’s stand on the tariff last Fall, as 
soon as they discovered that Gen. Kearny 
favored consolidation they opposed it and 
have come here to fight. Gen. Kearny desires 
to be the Mayor of the new city, and‘as he gave 
good service to the Democrats during the last 
campaign that party is disposed to gratify 
him. Ssinoe the Republicans, led by the Clarks, 
are opposing the scheme, the bill will undoubt- 
oy be made a party caucus measure, and thus 
& law. 

Some time ago Col. Heppenheimer requested 
the Attorney-General to inrorm the House what 
were the rights of the State, of corporations, 
end of individuals to the waters of the State 
for city and household purposes. To-day At- 
torney-General Stockton replied that he could 
not safely answer the questions; that certain 
corporations and individuals claim certain 
rights thereto, but until specific cases arise he 
would not be able to safely give any opinion.

“The, Nestor of the Suffolk Bar’ is the 
epithet which has for some years been ap- 
plied in Boston to SiIpNEY BARTLETT, just 
dead, at the age of ninety. He had indeed 
‘seen three generations of men in his own 
\profession, having kept up his active prac- 
tice to the very end of his long life. He 
‘was a partner of LEMUEL SHAW, whose 
mame has long been a tradition, as the 
‘great Chief-Justice of Massachusetts, and 
.a contemporary ef WEBSTER and CHOATE, 
though somewhat younger in years. His 
legal practice began long before the estab- 
‘lishment of railroads or telegraphs and when 
steam navigation wasinits infancy, and 
has spanned the whole period of the re- 
markable development of corporations and 
associated capital in this country. He has 
' been always closely identified with his pro- 
fession and the city of Boston, and so has 
‘acquired less general reputation than 
many men of much smaller ability and 
shorter lives. 
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The gold-hunting fever in Lower Califor- 
nia is already so great, and the promise for 
the future so good, that some of the memo- 
ries of 1849 are revived now in 1889. It 
tells a suggestive story that a railroad now 
under construction finds that its laborers 
have gone in a body to the mines. The 
matter, too, has an international imper- 
tance. The gold fields are easily accessible 
from San Diego, which is only fifteen miles 
from the Mexican: frontier, and a railroad 
runs close to this frontier, while steamers 
connect with Ensanada, in Mexican terri- 
tory, near whieh some of the mines are 
feund. A rush from San, Diego of those 
who are disposed to go in and possess the 
land without regard to customs regula- 
{tions has already led to calling out Mexi- 
can troops. The boundary is at the town 
of Tia Juana, on the stream of the same 
name in San Diego County. The desire to 
‘annex Lower California will probably 
grow greatly on these recent discoveries, 
with regrets that this had not been accom- 
plished long ago, although Mexico has 
“never shown the slightest disposition to 
‘giveit up. It will be fortunate if. inter- 
‘national troubles do not grow out of this 
«quest. 








The electric-motor cars on the Fourth- 
avenue surface line now run for a short 
time in the evening. are a revelation to 
New-Yorkers ‘of what comfort, and even 
luxury, is possible in a mode of travel that 
has heretofore been a continual nuisance.

‘present...We should not think that the 
difficulty was insuperable.

The main question connected with the 
abdication of King MILAN in favor of his 
young sonis as to how this will affect 
Servia’s foreign policy. The Russian news- 
papers are inclined to consider the event as 
in their interest, but that is perhaps some- 
thing of an assumption. The Regency is 
likely te be exceedingly cautious in its for- 
eign- policy, and should: any changes at all 
be made, these would perhaps be directed 
still more by popular opinion than under 
King Mizan. The Novoe Vremya suggests 
that “ King M1Lan’s turn arrived after that 
of ALEXANDER, Prince of Bulgaria.” But 
the Regency which followed ALEXANDER’S 
abdication at the will of the Czar certainly 
did not show itself in favor of Russia, and 
rather a stronger anti-Russian policy was 
taken up than under the Prince himself. 
,Prince FERDINAND, who succeeded to the 
‘throne, did eo against the express wish of 
Russia, and practically in defiance of her. 
It istrue that the cases of Servia and Bul- 
garia are not quite parallel, but there is no 
reason to look for an immediate change in 
Servia’s foreign policy. 








THE REVIVAL OF THE SOUTHERN 
QUESTION. 

We are inclined to think that the fears 
expressed by some of the Southern Senators 
regarding the policy of Mr. Harrison 
toward the South are extravagant. The 
inaugural address, on that point, as on 
several others, was a little vague, not to 
say ambiguous, It would be easy enough 
to get fromit a meaning that might well 
make intelligent and progressive-men in the 
South uneasy. But if Mr. HARRISON were 
really possessed by the feeling that would 
induce him to try and carry out such a 
meaning he would hardly have been am- 


biguous. _Either his feeling is not 
very Strong, or he does not yet 
see by: what measures he can gratify 


it, or he is afraid that public sen- 
timent would not sustain him. In any 
“of these cases, there is nothing much to 
be apprehended at present. Moreover, there 
is certain negative evidence that Mr. Har- 


mendation is as far as he can go in changing 
‘the law. He has not put in his Cabinet any 
of the Southern men who were pressed upon 
him with so much persistency. He is be- 
lieved by Mr. MaAHONE’S friends, and by his 
opponents also, to have turned'a cold 
shoulder to that gentleman’s solicitations. 
He has indicated no intention to recognize 
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RISON is by no means determined on an ag-: 
gressive course of recommendation, and it. 
must always be borne in mind that recom-_

raise the Southern issue again with empha- 
sis and energy enough to really influence 
the politics of the country, he would have 
been apt to act differently in some of these 
regards. “It is most probable that Mr. Har- 
RISON felt a sort of logical constraint from 
the prominence given to the Southern mat- 
ter in the canvass, and from the behavior 
of the Senate since the election, to show a 
**decent resentment,” and did so with such 
skill and discretion as the occasion permit- 
ted. After all, an inaugural address is not a 
message; is not, in fact, an official utterance 
at all. It is only one remove from the 
stump speech and has hardly more signifi- 
3ance. 

There is possibly lingering jn no very 


‘definite form in President HARRISON’S mind 


a notion that the South can be divided on 
the question of protection, and so far as he 
is left free by the party managers he will 
be likely to carry out this idea. But we do 
net look upon it as avery fruitful one. It 
will be hedged with thorny difficulties the 
moment any attempt is made to apply it. 
In the first place, there is no evidence of 
any protection sentiment in the South be- 
yond very narrow limits. In the second 
place, no white politician inthe South of 
any influence can afford to join the Re- 
publican Party for the sake of protection 
unless that party openly abandons its pres- 
ent exclusive consideration for the negroes. 
The Southern prejudices on this point are 
gradually wearing away, but they are 
still strong enough to make the above 


statement true, and to keep it true 
for a much longer time than Mr. 
HARRISON is likely to be in the 


President’s chair. In the next place, 1t 
must be remembered that the President’s 
powers are very limited. Sofaras legisla- 
tion is concerned, they are wholly negative. 
He can say, though not necessarily finally, 
what may not become law. He cannot 
say what shall become law. Beyond this 
his only power lies in the disposition of 
patronage, and this he shares with the ma- 
jority in the Senate. So when Mr. Harri- 
SON comes to ask himself what he can do 
toward dividing the South on protection 


‘he will find that he can do very litile be- 


yond asking the Senate to consent to the 
appointment of Southern protectionists to 
the offices in the public service in their sec- 
tion, and this power can only be exercised 
when he can secure nominees of the class 
he may seek. 

We believe there are very few rational 
men in the North who would not like to see 
Mr. HARRISON make an attempt of this 
sort and succeed in it, For*our own 
part we should regard that as a fortunate 
event. Wedo not believe in protection as 
it is practiced by the Republican Party of 
to-day, but it is an infinitely less mis- 
chievous thing at its worst than the narrow, 
greedy, hypocritical Southern policy which 
CHANDLER and men of his stamp would 
wish to make the chief end of Republic- 
anism. Moreover, a successful scheme for 
dividing the South on protection would not 
necessarily mean the triumph of protection 
inthe Nation. On the contrary, it would 
be more apt to mean its downfall. We are 
strongly persuaded that more Electoral 
votes would be lost to the Republicans in 
the Northwest if the Southern question 
were buried than could be gained on pro- 
tection in the South. By all means, there- 
fore, we hope Mr. HARRISON. will do what 
he can to carry out an idea than has inita 
certain element of liberal statesmanship 
and may do much good. 








THE DOCKS AND THE CITY. 


The interesting address of Mr. Post, Pres- 
ident of the Department of Docks, deliv- 
ered yesterday to the Chamber of Com- 
merce, gives an instructive account of the 
commercial necessities of this port. It 
seems strange that while the American 
mercantile marine has been steadily falling 
in importance for thirty years these com- 
mercial necessities should have been as 
steadily increasing and becoming more 
urgent, insomuch that Gen. MCCLELLAN’S 
plan fora new system of docks, which, 
when it was proposed, was censured as ex- 
travagant and visionary, should within less 
than twenty years have been outgrown. 
The proposition submitted by Mr. Post 
to the consideration ef the Cham- 
ber and of the community contemplates 
an enlargement of that plan at a large ex- 
penditure of money in order to meet de- 
mands that are not distant and speculative, 
but actual and pressing. In the original 
plan for the new docks the water front 
north of West Eleventh-street was to be 
bordered for a mile or more by a con- 
tinuous sea wall. This sea wall would not 
now accommodate the commerce not other- 
wise provided for that would be concen- 
trated uponit. An extension of the front- 
age by means of projecting piers seems to 
the department: actually necessary. It is 
represented that the extension cannot be 
effected by building the piers out into the 
stream by reason of the deflection of the. 
channel that would ensue. It is therefore 
proposed that the city shall acquire land 
enoagh to extend West-street in a straight 
line and at the uniform width :of 250 feet, 
while the new piers are built within the 
line of the sea wall proposed in the original 
““uew plan” by the excavation of the made 
land. 

Manifestly, this is an important and ex- 
pensive undertaking. The department esti- 
mates its total cost at nearly .$9,000,000. 
On the other hand, it estimates that from 
the piers proposed to be built there will be 
derived, apparently at once upon their com- 
pletion, a revenue sufficient to pay the'city 
a return of something more than 8 per 
cent. upon the outlay. This expectation 
may be sanguine, inasmuch as there are 
now but “eight or ten” applications for 
piers which it cannot grant for lack of 
room, while the proposed improvement 
would add 25 per cent. more wharf room to 
the water front of the North River, or, in 
detail, nineteen large piers, two large half 
piers, and two small piers, 

It seems likely, therefore, that if the im- 
provement were begun at once and vigor-- 
ously prosecuted some time might elapse 
before a demand arose for all the new piers - 


_g0 profitable as to return the revenue the 


Commissioners anticipate. That such a4 


.would not be many years before the 
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no reason to doubt, and the history of our 
docks ‘justifies the expectation that it 
demand for wharf room once more caught 
up with and exceeded the supply. 

In previding facilities for its commerce, 
above all other things, it behooves New- 
York to be liberal and provident. The city 
may be ill-paved, ill-lighted, and ill-policed, 
and still be a great commercial centre. But 
the maintenance and, if possible, the in- 
crease of the advantages, natural and arti- 
ficial, by which it now attracts two-thirds 
of the commerce of the country, ara meas- 
ures absolutely vital to its, prosperity. A 
bill is now pending before the Legislature to 
authorize the change in the plan of the 
docks which Mr. Post explained to the 
Chamber of Commerce. If the committee 
appointed by that body to examine. the 
question finds the need of additional facil- 
ities so urgent as the department considers 
it, and finds the estimates of cost and of re- 
turn justified, its report to that effect will 
not merely aid the progress of the bill at 
Albany, but will be of great service ia con- 
vincing the taxpayers of the city that the 
improvement is a public necessity. 








THE COPPER SYNDICATE. 


The managing Director of the Comptoir 
@Escompte, the French bank that has sup- 
ported the Copper Syndicate, shot himself 
at noon on Tuesday, and at 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon of the same day the Ameri- 
can copper mining companies accepted the 
modification of their contracts that had 
been proposed hy the Syndicate and re- 
garded by it as absolutely necessary for its 
preservation. Stories about the attitude 
of M. DENFERT ROCHEREAU toward the 
great copper ring do not agree. On the 
one hand it is stated that his fortune had 
been swept away by the fall of securities in 
which the ring was interested, and it 
is known that he had just acted as 
auditor at the formation of the Syndicate’s 
new copper bank or Compagnie Auxiliare, 
representing the Comptoir d’Escompte, 
which is one of the largest shareholders in 
that institution. But his friends assert 
that he had most vigerously, but without 
success, opposed the apparent determina- 
tion of his associates in the Directory of the 
Comptoir d@’Escompte to risk the fortunes 
of the bank in the affairs of the Syndicate, 
and that he took his own life immediately 
after a stormy interview with the Presi- 
dent of the bank, in which he accused that 
officer of having taken a course that must 
end in ruin. 

Although the American companies do not 
appear to have reached a final decision as 
to the Syndicate’s propositions until Tues- 
day last, the Syndicate has for several 
months been urging them to accept the 
modified terms. The consent of these com- 
panies was of great importance to the ring, 
for while the world’s production of copper 
last year increased by about 14 per cent., 
the output of the American mines increased 
by 241, per cent., and it was well known 
that in all probability the increase in this 
country for the year 1889 would be still 
greater. But, while the companies have 
been urged to reduce their output, there 
were indications that they were unwilling 
to do this, and at one time it was under” 
stood that the speculators had offered even 
a higher price for the metal with the hope 
that the desired restriction could thus be 
procured. 

If now the contracting American com- 
panies have agreed to reduce their output 
by 20 per cent. and have consented to ac- 
cept a reduction of about 10 per cent. in 
price, the Syndicate has only postponed for 
a short time the day ofits collapse. Statis- 
tics furnished for the most part by the 
Syndicate’s agents show that the world’s 
product last year was 255,000 tons, and 
that the world’s consumption did not ex- 
ceed two-thirds of this quantity, or 170,000 
tons, for the visible supply in Europe was 
increased by more than 60,000 tens during 
the year, and to this increase should be 
added a large surpiusin the United States 
and supplies at European mines not includ- 
ed inthe statement. Since the beginning 
of this year the unused surplus has 
steadily increased at the rate of about 
85,000 tons per annum. The problem was 
a simple one and its terms have not yet 
been changed. The ring fixed a price that 
notably decreased consumption and in- 
creased production. The mines have been 
producing more copper by 50 per cent. than 
is used. The ring has undertaken to pay 
from £60 to £65 per ton for the copper, and 
has been compelled to buy at these figures 
great quantities that it cannot sell. It now 
has on hand at least 150,000 tons. What 
effect would the proposed reduction of 20 
per cent. in out-put have upon the ring’s 
affairs? ‘Fhere is every reason to expect 
that such a reduction made by the mines 
that hold contracts would scarcely off- 
set the increase that has been fore- 
seen. If, the Syndicate could cut down 
production the world over by 50 per cent. 
its condition would be improved, but a re- 
duction of 20 per cent. not applying to the 
many small mines that have been stimu- 
lated to production by the high price and 
the new mines of larger resources that have 
made no bargain with the Syndicate, could 
only give the speculators a breathing spell— 
an intervalin which a partial renewal of 
public confidence might enable them to un- 
load. If the Syndicate could reduce the 
price paid by consumers to 12 cents—a rate 
that would give the companies 10-or 101, 
cents—production would be reduced and 
consumption stimulated, but it cannot do 
this. 

What have the people to say about the 
contracts by which the ring hopesto prolong 
its life? These contracts are clearly un-. 
lawful. The courts have never failed to 
declare contracts of this kind illegal and 
void when they have been asked to sustain 
them. They are held to be illegal because 
they: are against public policy. But the 
decisions thus far have been made in cases 
brought by the parties on one side or the 
other. The anti-combination bills pending 
in the Legislatures of several Western. 
States are aimed at such contracts, and 
they. provide for the punishment of those 
who become parties to them. Such a bill’ 
has become a law in Kansas, and one of the 
same kind is pending in Michigan, the 
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State where the leading American copper ; 








mines are situated and under the laws of 
which several of them. obtained charters. 








TRADE SCHOOLS. ; 

The graduation yesterday of more than 
fifty young plumbers, coming from every 
part of the country, in Ool.: AUCHMUTY'S 
Trade Schools (East Sixty-seventh-street) 
will call attention anew to one of the mest 
practical and useful ‘enterprises ever in- 
itiated in this city. . This class makes up 
probably some 2,000 lads who have been 
turned out by this school as artisans (more 
er less skilled and trained.) Col. AUCH- 
MuTY is happily not only an architect and 
practical builder, but a man of independent 
fortune. He was greatly impressed some 
years since with the difficulties which rest- 
ed on American boys in making mechanics 
of themselves. The trades unions had 
most selfishly excluded them from being 
apprentices, except in shops where there 
were fewer than two apprentices to one 
hundred workmen. 


The “walking delegate,” who is said wit- ‘ 


tily ‘“‘to use his walking powers mainly 
toward the whisky shops,” has made him- 
self especially busy in this city in visiting 
such workshops as have more than two 
lads learning a trade. Wherever the third 
was discovered—usually an American by 
birth—a word to the foreman at once-caused 
his dismissal, and he was sent out to hunt 
a living on the street. The injustice of this 
proceeding in trades unions was especially 
apparent, in that the lad was nearly always 
a native American, and the man who would 
be benefited in his place was aforeign work- 
man, who probably merely came over for 
the Summer months. The effect of this 
selfish plan ef the unions was to exclude 
American youth from the trades and to 
throw the work in the hands of foreigners. 
It is said that now in our large cities there 
are exceedingly few American artisans who 
have been carefully trained in their own 
business. ; ; 

Col. AUCHMUTY set himself against this 
tyranny of the unions by creating at his 
own risk and expense certain important 
trade schools for such work as bricklaying, 
carpentering, plumbing, stone-mason work, 
and the like. The enterprise was not to be 
a charity; the young men were expected to 
pay a small fee at entrance—$20 in the 
bricklaying class and $35 in the day and 
evening plumbing class, and in like manner 
with other trades. Some of the lads sup- 
ported themselves in the day and studied in 
the evening, and others worked both day 
and evening in the trade classes. The whole 
was under careful management, and first- 
rate foremen were empleyed, who would 
allow no work to be neglected. Examina- 
tions and prizes and public exhibitions 
tested the quality of the work. It was 
found that all over the country master 
workmen who desired that their sons should 
be carefully trained sent them here to have 
the final touch put upon their education 
as mechanics. The respectable American 
youth had at length found an ontlet for 
their energies, and with the thorough train- 
ing of the trade school they at once found 
work in good positions throughout the 
country. The trades unions were at first 
highly indignant at this invasipn of their 
privileges, but they gradually began to see 
the unpopularity of their position, and the 
mean and selfish character of the exclusion 
of American youth from trades has gradu- 
ally come home to them. 

Col. AUCHMUTY was not exactly the man 
to break down under a little opposition, 
and he was aided, no doubt, by the fact, 
which soon became apparent, that the grad- 
uates themselves of the sehool, after they 
got good positions, became also members of 
trades unions. Still, it is to be hoped that 
they have never yielded obedience te the 
selfish rule of their associates. Not only 
the New-York Trade Schools continue to 
turn out skilled apprentices, but their influ- 
ence has affected powerful national associa- 
tions. Ina recent annual convention (in 
1887) at Chicago, the National Builders’ 
Association passed strong resolutions to the 
effect that the restrictions now existing as 
to the number of apprentices allowed by 
the labor organizations should be modified, 
as they are unjust both to employer and 
employed. A leading member urged the 
extreme importance of apprentice schools, 
At this convention a committee of promi- 
nent builders was appointed to draw up a 
system of apprenticeship suited to the pres- 
ent time. This committee reported to the 
convention held at Cincinnati last year, and 
the plan proposed has met the entire ap- 
provalof the most prominent employers 
and of intelligent laborers. It is expected, 
however, that private enterprise will create 
these trade schools in various parts of the 
country as they are needed. 
builders’ plan is carried out, we shall have 
thenin different States American youth 
trained for one important trade, and the 
reproach which has so long been made 
against American artisans that very few 
American lads were obtaining a careful 
education for the best trades will soon be 
wiped away. 

The importance of such a plan proposed 
by the National Builders’ Association will be 
judged of from the fact that it was stated 
at this convention that over $750,000,000 
passed through the hands of the master 
builders of this country. If at length this 
influential trade break up the abuses of 
the American apprentice system, this great 
reform will be due largely to the patient 
and persistent efforts of Col. AUCHMUTY in 
his New-York Trado Schools.

your books and show the» people that 
you é¢annot make upon tke Dasis 
of the rates fixed in this bill a 


net profit of more than 20 per cent. upon the 
oapital stock. I will agree to the rates in this 
bill being increased. A few years ago when 
there were two companies these telephones 
were making money at $60 @ year. But after 
they combined they began to go up and up 
until the time has come when the people of 
Chicago come to this Legislature and ask for 
g0me restraint in the extortion.” 
Notwithstanding desperate filibustering, the 
order for a favorable report was tnen finally 
obtained. ,

“THE TAMING OF THE SHREW.” 

A great crowd of spectators saw the re- 
vival ef “The Taming of the Shrew” at Daly’s 
Theatre last evening. The comedy hgd the 
Same Cast as it had during its long run two 
years age, except that Miss Chalmers took the 
part of Bianca in place of - Miss Drener. 
This slight change, of course, did not 
materially alter the general effect 
of the performance, which is as near artistic 
perfection as may be hoped for on the dramatic 
stage. Although the actors had their old parts, 
however, the reproduction of Shakespeare's 
comedy had been effected only after hard labor. 
At least three of the notable stage pictures 
Were entirely new.. 

These were the street in Padua, the room in 
Petruchio’s house, and Lucentie’s banquets 
hall. The first two were painted by Walter 
Hann of London, and forthe last Henry Hoyt 
had made an exact duplicate of his former 
scene suggested by Paul Veronese’s famous pict- 
ure of the Marriage of Cana. Apartfrom its vari- 
ety of color and spirit this stage picture has an 
additional charm in its symbolical illustration 
of the sunny happiness that follows the stormy 
wooing ef Katharine and Petruchio. There is 
not @ shadow in the picture. It typities the 
noontime of life; the sun biazes at meridian, 
but its light does not reveal a blemish. 

The members of the company resumed their 
familiar characters with their accustomea zeal, 
and their acting was perfect in harmony, true 
in conception, delicate, graceful, and spirited in 
execution. Mr. Fisher as Baptista, Mr. Hol- 
land as Hortensio, Mr. Bond as Tranio, 
Mr. Leclercq as Gremio, Mr. Wood as the 
useful Pedant, Miss Gordon as the pi- 
quant widow, and Mr. Wilks as Biondello 
acted, as usual, with excellent discretion, yiv- 
ing just the right expression to their several 
characters, and each contributing a generous 
share to the beautiful pictorial effect of the per- 
formance. Miss Kitty Cheatham, surreund- 
ea by & bevy of youngsters, sang Bisbop’s 
“Should He Upbraid” in the last scene very 
sweetly. Mrs. Gilbert was inimitably droll and 
quaint in the trifling réle of Curtis, while Mr. 
Lewis ehippered and wheezed and skipped 
ee the part of Grumio in his usual popalar 
styie, 

Mr. Otis Skinner was, as hitherto, a handsome 
and fervent lover, both in the part ef Lucentio 
and as the pseudo scholar. Mr. William Gil- 
bert’s portrayal of the comic tinker in the Ir- 
duction was found to be ;mellower and more 
humerous than ever before, and elaborated in 
the matter of ‘Dbusmess.”

All these are necessarily subordinate to 
the principals ot the play, the shrew 
and the tamer, Miss Rehan ana Mr. 


Drew. The Petruchio of Mr. Drew has from 
the first been distinguished by the essential re- 
quirements of personal distinction, vwivacity, 
and humor, and has steadily improved frem 
the beginning in the matter of fervor, which is 
suggested rather than expressed until the last 


scene, in which the husband resigns his 
authority and declares his love for 
the wife. It 1s needful, to make this 
play an agreeable entertainmént as 


well as to indicate its poetic meaning, to show 
that Petruchio loves Katharine from their first 
meeting, and is not governed entirely by his 
desire to conquer a stronger nature than his 
own. Such a Katharine as Mr. Drew’s Petruchio 
is associated with msakes this seem perfectly 
reasonable to the spectator, if not, indeed, abso- 
lutely necessary. 

It would be hazardous to venture the opinion 
that Miss Rehan’s portrayal of Katharine has im- 
proved, for the superlative was pretty well ex- 
hausted in description of this impersonation 
long ago. What improvément there is con- 
cerns simply the minor details of her 
acting, and the tenderness and sym- 
pathy she bestows upon her treat- 
ment of the last scene, for her command of 
emotional forse is constantly increasing. The 
scene of Katharine’s subjection in Petruchio’s 
house seemed to be executed with greater facil- 
ity than ever before last evening, and the decla- 
rations of Katharine concerning the moon, 
which is really the sun, and the tender maiden, 
who 1s a grizzled old man, seemed to be 
expressed with more aptness and variety 
ef tone, and to reveal more clearly the 
true charaeter of the heroime, not as a 
subjugated shrew, but as 2&2 woman softened 
and strengthened by the power of love. This 
is the moral of Shakespeare’s comedy as it is 
acted at Daly’s Theatre, and the fact that that 
moral does not lie upon the surface of the play 
—which impresses the reader as @ somewhat 
coarse, boisterous, and depressing work—makes 
the present production all the more valuable 
aud memorable. 

The main fact to be recorded about Miss Re- 
han’s Katharine at tbis time is, after all, the 
lumportant one that it is now on view again. 
Cultivated playgoers will not miss the oppor- 
tunity of renewing their acquaintance with an 
example of comedy acting so radiant with per- 
sonal charm, so attractive to the eye, so beautl- 
fulin design, and so entertaining and sympa 
thetic in expression. 

The comedy has been started upon a new 
eareer of popularity. It never received more 
demonstrative —* than was accorded t¢ 
it last evening. ut it may not have a long 
run, for Mr. Daly announces his intention to 
produce a new eccentric comedy before the 
close ef his season in April.

LAR POLITICAL’ FIGH. 

HISTORY OF THE REMARKABLE CONTEST 
WITH SKETCHES OF 
ARE THE CONTESTANTS. 

CHARLESTON, West Va., March 7.—The initial 
step was taken in the Supreme Court to-day by 
Gen. Goff’s attorneys suing eut a writ of man- 
damus against Gov. Wilson to eompel him to 
surrender, the office of Governor to Gen. Goff. 
The case is to come up to-morrow for argument. 
This afternoon Gen. Goff’s attorney’s sued out 
awrit of quo warranto in the Circuit Court 
against Gov. Wilson, but it is only a formal 
inatter. 

President Carr of the Benate may also be ex- 
pected totake somewhat similar proceedings, 
but will not push them as earnestly as his lively 
yeung competitor for the place, owing to sev- 
eral reasons, chief among which are the faots 
that heis nota millionaire and has not behind 
lim the powerful machinery of a great party. 
In the meantime Gov. Wilson, ignoring Mr. 


Carr, will devote himself to controverting the 
claims ef Gen. Goff, and behind bim, holding 
out active support and earnest sympathy, will 
stund the Demecratic Party of the State. 

Gen. Goff and President Carr, ag bas been 
chroniclea in the dispatches from this city, have 
taken the oath of office as Governer. and Mr, 
Goff has delivered himself of an impassioned 
speech, which outlines bis side of the case in its 
most favorable light, but there is no doubt that 
KE. W. Wilson’s position is secure until the Leg- 
islature shall have determined upon the ques- 
tion as to who was elected to the disputed office 
by the peopie. Until this shall have been done 
it is the plain duty of the Governor whose term 
of office should have expired on the 4th of 
March to hold over, administering the functions 
of the office against all comers and pretenders 
and claimants of whatever class, and this 1s ex- 
actly what and all that has been done. The 
situation is simple, despite the efforts of poli- 
ticlans to cleud it, and the great majority of the 
peopie of West Virginia regard the bluff game 
of Gen, Goff with feelinga greatly removed from 
either approval or admiration. 

For Gen. Goft te set up the claim that he had 
the right to qualify is for him to predetermine 
the grave ana somewhat knotty questien tor 
consideratien of which the Legislature will be 
convened in special session, while President 
Carr’s claim, based entirely upon section 16 of 
Article VII. of the Constitution, which provides, 
among other things, that the President of the 
Senate shall sucoeed in ease the Governor fails 
to qualify, is equally untenable and fallacious, 
for the issue does notinvolvea case of thas 
kind. It is more than a mere failure to qualify; 
it is a failure to make a decisive election. There 
is one Gase in Which the President of the Senate 
would have a just claim, and that would be 
where a candidate who had been declared 
eleeted by-the Legislature, basing its action on 
® majority of the legal votes, had refused or 
neglected to take his seat. But no such case 
exists to-day. Gov. Wilson’s position is strong 
1n this iaot, that there is no proof that his suc- 
cessor had been elected. 

The true result of the voting had not been as- 
certained or diselosed. The Legisiature—tie 
only body competent to open and publish the 
vote for Gevernor—did not declare the result, 
but Knowing or believing there were grave 
frauds and irregularities in the balloting for 
the highest office in the gift of the peeple of the 
State, referred the matter to a special joint 
committee to ascertain the result and report 
the fagts to the parent body at a future session. 
This situation made it imperative upon Gov. 
Wilson to remain in his ofiice ‘“‘until his suc- 
cessor is duly elected er appointed and quali- 
fies.” The recognition of any other principle 
would involve the State in endless complica- 
tions and Jead to the gravest resulta. 

The history of the triangular fight now en- 
aging the attention of the people of West 
Jirginia, and attracting no littie notice from 

the country at large, commences with the bal- 
loting in November last. At the cost of the 
most tremendous political exertion ever made 
in a Southern State, and by a degree of hard 
work net often matched anywhere in the Union, 
tbe Republicans rallied to their support so large 
a@ percentage of the voters that, alded as they 
were by extensive colonizing from Pennsylvania 
and Ohie, they came very bear sweeping the 
divided and comparatively unorganized Democ- 
racy from their feet. Before the result in half a 
aozen ceunties had become known Gen. Goff 
and his friends set up a claim of his election, 
aud this was insisted upon atall times and upon 
all oecasions. 

When the returns from the entire State upon 
the Governorship were obtainable there was an 
apparent majority of 110 for Gen. Goff, but evi- 
deuces of fraud and the cerrupt use of money 
were so persistently brought to the attention of 
the Democratic State Committee and the Demo- 
cratic candidate, Judge Fiemting, that it was 
apparent there ought to be an investigation of 
the whole question. After the assembling of 
the Legislature these evidences of eorruption 
multiplied, and when the time came for the 
publication of the returns of the election, pre- 
viously tiled in the etlice of the Secretary of 
State, the joint assembly ofboth Houses direct- 
ed that the vote for Governor should be omit- 
ted, and ereated a special joint eommittee of 
two from the Senate and three from the House 
to make a thorough investigatien of the whole 
matter. 

This disposition of the matter did not suit the 
purposes of the Republicans, and not content 
to submit their case to the Legislature, although 
Judge Fleming, 1n his formal notice of contest, 
admitted his Republican competitor had on the 
face of the returns the majority of 110 he 
claimed, thus voluntarily putting the burden of 
proof upon himself, Gen. Golf and his party de- 
clared they would ignore the whole matter, and 
proceeding to the Capitolon the 4thof March, 
the General would there take the oath of office 
and demand possession of the archives of the 
State. 

Meanwhile, after the inauguration of the ses- 
sion of the Legislature, Robert Carr, the Green- 
beck-Republiean Labor Senator from Kanawha 
Gounty, was chosen to preside over the upper 
house after a dead-lock between the two parties 
whicb lasted 11 days, and, once installed in that 
position, Mr. Carr set his cap fur some further 
wivancement. Two things presented them- 
selves to his ambitious soul—one the United \ 
States Senatorship and the other the Governor- 
ship of the State. He failed to so manipulate 


things as to secure the fermer, but, not 
disceuraged, he set to work assidu- 
ously at the Governorship, and  erect- 


ing @ claim to the position upou a read- 
ing and censtraction of section 16 ef Article 
vii. of the Constitution, which§j provides that 
** In case of the death, conviction, or impeach- 
ment, failure to qualify, resignation, er other 
disability of the Governor, the President of the 
Senate shall act as Governor until the vacancy 
is filled or the disability removed.” He alao de- 
terintued that the 4th of Mareh shouid see him 
folluw the example of Gen. Geff, take the oath 
of office, and demand possession of the Exeeu- 
tive ottice of the State. As has been sald, Carr’s 
claim is even more fallacious than is Goff’s, 
but neither has the semblance of a casein 
equity. 

Two ef the men who are contesting for the 
temporary Governorship, for that is ail the con- 
test amounts to at this time, are acknowledged 
leadera of their party in West Virginia. Carr is 
a free lance, and although claiming allegiance, 
for convenience sake, with the Union Labor or- 
ganization, he holds himself at liberty to act 
with either of the two old parties. His career 
bas been a remarkable example of personal in- 
fiuence in politics. 

What Stephen B. Elkinsis to the factions of 
the National Republican Party Oarr is to the 
politicians of tnis State. A man seemingly 
without the most ordinary means of achieving 
political power, he still exercises a potent infiu- 
ence in everything in which he takes a part. A 
few years ago Carr was a Demoerat. He was 
bora and reared a Demoerat. He fought for 
the lost cause and came out of the war an unL- 
regenerated rebel. His desertion from the Dem- 
ecratic ranks was the result of a movement 
whieh has out down the Democratic majority 
in the Third Congressional District of West Vir- 
ginia from 10,000 to almost nothing. It origi- 
natea in a party split, and the rise of the 
Greenhack Party gave it force. A large dissat- 
ished Democratio element accepted and adopted 
the Greenback theories, and Carr was among 
them. He at once assumed a position of promi- 
nence. The Greenback forces were particularly 
strong in Kanawha County and centroiled it 
for one or two elections. Carr was the acknowl- 
edged leader at this time. But his followers 
gradually dwindled, although his influence did 
not lessen. Enough was left to make a good 
trading nucleus, and they have been alternate- 
ly traded to one party or the other, in late 
years, as opportunity presented itself, and 
every deal has resulted to the advantage of 
“Bob” Carr or some of his more prominent 
friends. 

Carr was eleeted Senator from the Kanawha 
district by a combine of his personal followers 
with the Republicans. His opponent was 4 
brother of Senuter Kenna’s law partner, and 
the contest was a memorable one in the history 
ot the State. Carr finally won by the slender 
majority of 87 votes. It was the first time a 
Democrat was ever beaten iu the district. In 
the Senate he has acted generally with the Re 
publicans, although he voted for ex-Senator 
Camden two years 8go and was elected Presi- 
dent of the Senate by Democratic votes, 

Goff is the best-known Republican in West 
Virgivia. He has no rival for party supremacy. 
He 18 an able, energetic leader, and ts thorough- 
ly unscrupuleus in attaining success. The in- 
tiuence of bis money has earried him through 
more than ene ciosely-contested fight for Con- 
gress, and has very nearly made him Gevernor 

the State. 
of Wilson is the leader of but one wing of his 
party. Itis the wing thas has fought Kenna 80 
bitterly and which compassed the defeat of 
Senator Camden two years hgo. He isa Demo- 
crat, however, to the backbone; @ man abse- 
jJutely without fear and regardless 
favor.

SIDNEY BARTLETT. 

Sidney Bartlett, LL. D.,%he oldest mem- 

ber and acknowledged leader of the Massachu- 


Boston, early yesterday morning. Mr. Bartlett 
reached his ninetieth birthday on Feb. 13 last, 
and literature and the law then united in doing 
honor to the veteran lawyer, who was atill en- 
gaged inthe active practice of his profession. 
His exceptional vigor was then the. subject of 
remark. He retained his remarkable healthjuntil 
the advent of the chill northeast storm on Mon- 
Gay night, when a sudden cold brought on con- 
gestive chills which confined him to his bed for 


poy the first time in his life and finally 
resulted in his death. 

Mr. Bartlett was born in Plymouth, Mass, in, 
1799, and was the lineal descendant of Robert 
Bartlett, a settler at Plymouthin 1623. Sidne 
Bartlett graduated from Harvard in 1818 wit 


ing—the Hon. Franeis Brinley ef Newport, R. L; 
the Key. Warren Goddard, and the Kev. 
Frederick A. Farley. 

Mr. Bartlett studied law with the Hon. Lem- 
uel Shaw, and on admission to the Bar became 
his partner and so remained until Mr. Shaw was 
appointed Ohief-Justice of the Supreme Judi- 
cial Court. He early became one of the leaders 
of the Bar of Suffolk, and fer many years had 
been recognized by the Supreme Court of the 
United States as one of the ablest,if not the 
ablest, of the distinguished lawyers of the coun- 
try who argue causes before that tribunal. He 
was thoroughly read in the literature of his pro- 
fession, and in the art of applying 1t to the case 
in hand he was withouta superior, altheugh 
among his contemporaries were Daniel Web- 
ster, Rufus Choate, Theophilus Parsons, and 
many othor eminent lawyers. Choate if he had 
lived would have been about the same age as 
Mr. Bartlett, but he died many years age, and 
no ene of the distinguished lawyers of that day 
is now living. 

Even Gen. Butler belongs to a later genera- 
tion, and if is said that Horace Binney is the 
only eminent lawyer who lived toa greater age 
than that attained by Mr. Bartlett, although 
Binney retired from general practice at the age 
of 56 and argued his last case when 64. 

Mr. Bartlett argued a case before the Supreme 
Court of Massachusetts only two months ago, 
and with unimpaired powers. With slight inter- 
ruption, his jentire life was passed in the praetice 
of his profession, in which he acquired great 
wealth. His public service comprised one term 
in the Massachusetts Legisiature in 1851, and 
in 1853 he was a member of the convention 
chosen to revise the State Censtitution, He 
could never be induced te accept public office 
again. In 1858 Harvard conferred upon him 
the degree of LL. D. He was the counsel for 
years past for the Union Paeific, Chieago, Bur- 
lington and Quinoy, ana other railroad corpera- 
tions, and in January last he appeared in the 
Supreme Court for the last time to argue & case 
in bebalf of one of these corporations. 

Senator Hoar once said of Mr. Bartlett that 
his process ef reasoning bore about the same re- 
lation te that of erdinary lawyers that 
logarithms bear to commen arithmetical proc- 
esses, and many are the sayings current in 
legal eircies illustrating his remarkable powers. 

The death of Mr. Bartlett was a theme of uni- 
versal comment and regret among his brethren 
and associates yesterday in legal circles. ‘When 
the full Bench of the Massachusetts Bupreme 
Court came in yesterday morning Chief-J ustice 
Morton announced that the court would ad- 
ourn until Monday next outof respeet to Mr. 

artlett, the eldest member of the Bar, anda 
meeting of the members ef the Bosten Bar will 
pe held to-day to fmako suitable recognition ef 
Mr. Bartlett’s life aud services. 

Mr. Bartlett was married nearly 50 years age 
and leaves a widow and two children, Francis 
Bartlett and Louisa, the wife of Gen. Francis 
W. Palfrey. 


ISAIAH V. WILLIAMSON. 
Isaiah V. Williamson, the venerable mill- 
fonaire philanthropist, died in Philadelphia at 4 
o’elock yesterday morning. He was born in 
Bucks County, Penn., in 1806 and began his ca- 
reer as a clerk in the village store. In early 
life he went to Philadelphia, where he started in 
the dry goods business on a very small scale. 
In a few years, at the age of 30, he retired with 
a fortune of $200,000, leaving his brether, 
Mahlon Williamsen, to carry on the business. 
shortly after his retirement from business 
Mr. Williamson made a radical change in his 
mode of life. He had been one of the gayest ef 
the gay, mingling freely m fashionable society, 
living iuxuriously, and spending his meney 
lavishly. Cutting the ties that connected him 
to the world he entered upon the life of a re- 
cluse, and for 50 years lived such a life. 
Just how Mr. Williamson amassed his en- 
ormous fortune isamystery, [It is more than 
probable that this grew to the millions which 
he possessed at the time of his death from in- 
vestments shrewdly wade in mining and rail- 
road ventures. He was one of the first to grasp 
the advantages that would arise from invest- 
ments in Pennsylvania Railroad securities, and 
became a heavy holder of that eompany’s stock 
and bonds, 
Up to Deeember last the millionaire was as 
little known outside the city of Philadelphia as 
any of its humblest citizens. The strange, lone- 
ly life, the rigidly-economical personal habits 
which had marked the past 50 years of his ex- 
istence, had not been such as to bring fame. On 
Dec. 1 last a carriage rolled up to the office of 
the Cambria Iron Company from which the 
physically frail Millionaire Williamson was lift- 
ed. The next morning the name of the wealthy 
Philadelphian appeared in every large news- 
paper in the country, and his great munificence 
was 2a national tonic of conversatien. 
On that day he held a conference with 
a body of Philadelphia’s most worth 
citizens. Then the news was sent fort 
that this old mao, who was accustomed to black 
his own boots and walk to his business office to 
save @ five-cent piece, bad given a board of 
trustees property worth $2,500,000 to be spent 
by the board at its discretion in rounding a free 
school of mechanical trades. Nor was this all, 
for it was generally understood that the endow- 
ment would ultimately amount to $12,000,000. 
Two brothers and a sister survive the dead 
millionaire philanthropist. 


WILLIAM M’GAR RAHAN. 
William McGarrahan, a newspaper writer 
of much literary ability, died suddenly yester- 
day. He was apparently in the prime of man- 
hood, and his death has surprised and shocked 
his associates of the press. Few ef the men 
connected with the newspapers have 80 many 
friends as he had, and few, by reason of gentile” 
ness of disposition and mental endowments, 
can make so many. He was modest, genial, 


and well informed, and intercourse with him 
Was a privilege as well as a pleasure. 

Mr. McGarrahan was born in County Sligo, 
Treland, about 42 years ago. He was edu- 
coated in Dubiin, and there fitted himself ror 
work on the newspapers. He became an 6x- 
pert stenographer, and as such reported for 
the Irish Times the trials of Irish patriots for 
sedition. He also reported for the freeman’s 
Journal and the Dublin Mail and Sapress. Te 
vary the monotony of court reporting, as it is 
pursued on the other side of the ocean, he be- 
Game a contributor to the literary columns ef 
the Dublin Nation. His morit as a writer ef 
pure English, with an easy style and a quaint 
and poetic fancy, was recognized, and 
be was becoming well known as one of 
the young literary men of Dublin when he 
suddenly decided to come to this country. He 
came and procured his first newspaper work 
hereon THE Timus. That was in 187 He re- 
Iained on the staff of THE TIMES until 1879, 
writing always 10 a felicitous manner reports, 
special articles, and essays. He was particular- 
ly interested in yaehting and turf matters, and 
his descriptions of races On sea and land were 
graphio, picturesque, and im perfect literary 
form. Mr. MoGarrahan's style was like that 
of Charles Lamb, of whose works he was an 
admirer, and some of his essays written for 
THE TLMES were commented on for their quaint- 
ness of expression, accuraey of observation, 
and easy, genial flow. ; 

For several years Mr. McGarrahan had been 
empleyed on the Herald.

NEWS FROM HAYTI. 


A FORMER AMERICAN NAVAL OFFICER 
FIGHTING FOR LEGITIME. 

Additional reports concerning the Hay- 
tian difficulty were received in this city yester- 
day in ao letter to Mr. Frank Frazier of 290 
Broadway, from W. G. Marsh, an English- Amer- 
ican in Légitime’s army at Mont Rouis. Marsh 
was Master-at-arms on board the United States 
corvette Bear during the Greely roeliéf expedi- 
tion in the Arctic seas, having previously been a 
petty officer in the United States Navy. He is 
an expert gunner. Some time ago he went to 
Hayti with recommendations to Gen. Légitime 
from J. W. Frazier, and was given a commission 
and placed in command of the guns oa the gun- 
Doat La Défense, tormerly the Belize. 

La Défense was sent up the ceast witha 
foree of infantry and field artillery, under 
orders to destroy Hippolyte’s force at Mont 
Rouls and eapture the town. Landing somo 
distance from town, under cover of the guns of 
La Défense, skirmishing began Feb. 15, and 
Hippolyte’s forces were gradually driven back 
toward St. Maro, only a few miles distant. 
Marah and his forces encamped that night 
within sight of Mont Rouis. During the night 
the gunboat shifted her position, and 
when the day dawned on Feb. 16 the 
startled Inhabitants of the town saw 
gune of the vessel bearing on their houses only 
1,000 yards distant. The gunboat at once began 
to throw shells into the town and the tatrench- 
ments, behind which some ef Hippolyte’s forces 
had sought shelter. The town was soon in 
flames, and the inhabitants could be seen flesing 
to the hilis for safety. The shelling continued 
until 10 o'clock, Marsh assisting wii! ,a vigorous 
artillery fire from his field batteries, and then 
ne led the assault upon the intrenchments and 
the town, which were taken without much of a 
atruggle, the enemy flying in all directions. 

Por services rendered in this engagement 
Marsh was made General of Artillery. 6 does 
not speak very hig of the courage or soldier- 
ly qualities of the blacks on either side, but 
finds himself in almost as great danger from 
the knives and guns of bis own troops as from 
those of the enemy. Stringent military rules 
had to be enacted to protect the officers from 
the murderous propendsities of the negroes, 
even going so far as the death penalty for 
drawing a knife.on a superior officer, and hang- 
ing by the arms and whipping for less serious 
offenses. 

A cablegram from Loadon says that Gen. 
Légitime has notitied the European Gevern- 
ments that the rebeilton in Hayti has been 
erushed, and demanded recognition of his Goy- 
ernment. 


PERISHED AT SEA. 











A BRITISH BARK WRECKED AND SEVERAL 
LIVES LOST. 

PORTLAND, Oregon, March 7.—A Port Town- 

send speeial says: Chief Officer Smith of the 

British bark Port Gordon arrived from Quin- 


with 12 of the crew. He reports that the vessel 
was lost at 5 o’coleck on the merning of Feb. 
27 by the sea breaking over the vessel 
and terrible raging of the waters from the 
southeast, which compelled the orew to lash 
themselves in the rigging to prevent being 
washed overboard. The heavy sea prevented 
the men from lowering the boats. Two sea- 
men attempted to swim ashore with lines, but 


were lost. The vessel grounded 100 fathoms 
from the shore. 

The officers and crew remained in the rigging 
all the forenoon waiting for the sea to subside. 
The after house was torD away and made into 
rafts, on which four of the seamen got ashere. 
A rope was stretched to the shore, and efforts 
made to get the men off. The steward and cook 
accidentally fell out of the basket, and were 
washed ashore, and died shortly afterward. By 
night time everybody, excepting Capt. Gibbs, 
who remained on the wreck for 36 hours, had 
escaped. No elothing or provisions were saved. 

An Indian village near by supplied the men 
with food. On the second day the Captain 
swam ashore, and sent word to Cape Flattery 
for assistance. The first officer and nine men 
commenced the journey to Cape Flattery, and 
signaled the tug Sea Lion and arrived bere. 
Four dead members of the crew were buried 
next day by the Indians. d 

The vessel and cargo area tetal loss. She 
was 118 days out from Great Britain and was 
loaded with railroad material for the Billing- 
ham Railroad, near Victoria, and was owned in 
Scotland. The vessel was valued at $60,000 
and the carge at $90,000, both fully insured,

OAREFULLY ANALYZED BY

THE CEILING COMMITTEE. GETTING AT 

THE BOTTOM FACTS OF THE GREAT 


SCANDAL SLOWLY. 
ALBANY, March 7.—It is plain from the devel- 
opments in the. eeijling scandal since the Fish 
committes began to angle for facts that the 


the thing is finished. The matter has reached 


The Fish committee is meeting with as many 
obstacles in the prosecution of its labors as the 
Ainsworth committee encountered lubricators, 
Everything possible was used to grease the 
pathway of the Appropriations Committee; 
everything and everybody appear to have en- 
tered into a eonspiracy to delay, harass, eb- 
struct, annoy, distract, and discourage the Fish 
committee. 

The foolish departure of prominent witnesses 
marked the beginning of the committece’s werk; 
the lying cenduct of witnesses that did respond 
to their names is one of the difficulties that now 
confronts the committee. The Assembly will 
meet.on Monday night, and the committee will 
ask that some decided action shall be taken. 
Another subject that will be presented to the 
House is that of the refusal of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company to turn over copies 
of dispatches sent by and to John Snaith since 
last Friday. Mr. Fish served a subpona upon 
Mr. Sabold, the manager of the Albany office, 


but was met by the objection that the company 
could not surrender the dispatches unless the 
Place was given where the message was sent er 
received frem and the substance contained in 
in each dispatch. 

The most important testimony to-day was 
that of Commissioner Perry. The objection 
raised to Mr. Perry last year when legislation 
Was pending was on the ground that he was too 
expensive. Mr. Perry had not: looked at the 
new ceiling until to-day, and only did so then at 
the request of the committee. He swore that 
his original estimate was $334,544, but that in- 
cluded repairs to the golden corridor and $8,077 
tor shoring up the Assembly ceiling, aggregat- 
ing $94,189. Deducting this sam from his 
original éstimate leaves his tigures for the work 
that was done under the Snaith eontract at $240- 
335, or $38,000 less than the sum appropriated 
by the bill. Now. Mr. Perry elaims that he 
could have eonstructed a carved oak ceiling for 
$63,000, while 1t has been shown that the total 
cost of the papler-maché ceiling was only 
$8,000, or a difference of $55,000, which, aaaed 
to the $38,000, the difference between Snaith’s 
and Perry’s estimate ieaves a clear profit of 
$93,000 to the contractors, without the modifi- 
Cation ef a single plan. From all this it can be 
seen that the total profit on the work, after all 
the modifications were made, must have reached 
fully $175,000. 

Another feature brought before the committee 
was the testimony of Architect Janes, who 
swore that it may have been at the suggestion 
of Mr. Snaith that he was eriginally employed 
by Andrews to draw the plans. He also swore 
at some variance to the testimony which he 
gave before the Ainsworth cemmittee. Then he 
said that Mr. Andrews had paid him in cash, 
and that he was ail paid for his work. To-day 
he swore that Snaith had paid him the first 
$300 and still owed him $5. 

James Yalden, the sommittee’s accountant, 
testified that the National Commereial Bank in 
this city had given him facilities for the exam}- 
natien of John Snaith's aecount in that bank 
between June, 1888, and March 4, 1889. On 
June 11, 1888, the oredit balance was $528 73. 
The balance to-day is $3 92. The cash deposits 
inade between June, 1888, and March, 18389, to 
the credit of Snaith were $150,255 59. Ex- 
cluding the deposits of money received trom the 
State and deducting discounts of $32,872 58 
leaves the net oash deposited $117,383 O01. 
The checks produced by the State Treasurer 
yesterday to the order of Snaith and deposited 
by him are on Aug. 2, 1888, $29,627 01; Sept. 
6, $52,160 52; Oct. 1, $62,325; Nov. 2, 
$65,228 28; Deo. 3, $21,722 28. The ohecks 
drawn against the first check of $29,627 01 
were $10,444 87, $2,416 17, $7,474, 37,494 26, 
total, $28,000. 

** One of these cheeks for $7,474,” said the wit- 
ness, ‘“‘came back from T. Sullivan’s bank, the 
Albany City. The Second State Treasurer’s 
check was on Sept. 6, previous to the deposit of 
that cheok on Sept. 6, possibly in antieipation 
of it; on the 5th ef September there was a 
check for $7,600 paid, as 1s supposed, in oash.

NEARLY RESCUED,’ BUT LOST.

HOW A SAILOR LOST HIS LIFE OFF: 
STORMY CAPE HATTERAS. 

A brave but fruitless struggle against a 
death from drowning was made by Thomas 
Lawsen, @ Norwegian seaman, who fell over- 
board last Sunday night from the steamer State 
of Texas, when just off Cape Hatteras. It was 
about dusk and Lawsen, who was casting the 
lead, lost his balance and went plunging over- 


board. As he struck the water he still clung to 
the heavy lead, and had presence of mind 
enough to keep a tight hold on it, foras he. 
could not swim he knew it was his only chance. 
The man and the lead sank rapidly together 
for fully 20 fathoms, While they were plunging 
down through the depths the steamer had kept 
up its headway and had gone several hundred 
yards, ali the while dragging the log line and 
lead, with Lawsen clinging to it, through the, 
water. As the steamer’s motion drew taut 
the tog line Lawsen rose slowly to the surfacs, 
When scen by those on board he was several 
hundred yards astern of the vessel. Ordérs 
were instantly given to back the steamer. 
As she slowed up and backed the log line 
sagged again, and Lawsen for the second time 
sank beneath the surface. By thistime he be- 
gan te fev! the terrible strain to whieh he had 
been subjected, and his hold on the lead began 
to weaker. But he grimly :held on for dear 
life. As he sank those on board realized what 
had happened, and orders were given to quickly 
haul in the lead. Lawsen was dragged through, 
the water several fathoms below the surface, 
Ashe neared the vessel another mishap oc- 
curred which proved the fatalone. The log 
line beeame fouled in the propeller’s gearing 





just as Lawsen was hauled beneath the vessel's . 


stern. These on board shouted words of en- 
couragement to him. A rope was quickly tiea 
around the waist of the ship’s carpenter and he 
was lowered down to Lawsen, who was still 
elinging to the lead with his arms stretched up 
over his head just above the surface of the 
water. His hold was bi og weakening, and 
48 the carpenter came within reaching distance 
he pressed his feet tight against Lawsen’s hands 
to strengthen his grip. 

As the carpenter bent down to seize him, 
Lawsen’s hand nervelessly slid from the lead, 
and, exhausted, he sank quickly out of sight 
beneath the waves and was lest. 

He was about 30 years old, and had a wife 
and family living in Norway. A subscription 
was taken up for them by the passengers on.

A NEW-ORLZANS THEATRE BURNED. 

NEW-ORLEANS, March 7.—EKarly this morning 
Farantas Theatre, at Orieans and Bourbon 
streets, was burned. ‘The fire was the ‘hottest 
and mest widespread forsome time. Owing to 
the intense heat of the burning theatre 14 
adjoining dwellings and busipess establishments 


caught fire. The theatre was entirely burned. 
All its fixtures, the paraphrenalia of a sircus 
company, and a theatre troupe and a stable and 
barroom. The ehapel of the ocenventof the 
Sisters of Merey was also consumed, tegether 
witha number of small buildings. The total 
loss will be over $50,000, 

The theatre was erected in 18838, at a cost of 
835,000, and was the first cheap price theat- 
rioal place in New-Orleans. The insurance, with 
the Liverpool and Lomdon and Globe ana the 
Germania,’ was only $9,000, Farantas was 
built upon the site of the old Orleans Theatre, 
made historic by the pens of Gayarré and Cable, 
which was destroyed by fire many years ago.

It now seems that the young couple reached 
the farmhouse of Albert Phillips, abont six 
miles southeast of Earlville, Tuesday night, and 
applied for shelter. The place is new occupied 
by Elmer Davis, a young married man. 6 is 
‘well acquainted with McLachlin. avis claims 
‘that McLachlin said they were married. They 
remained in the house all day Wednesday, and 
retired early that evening. Shortly afterward 
three reports of a revolver were heard. 
McLachlin and the girl were both dead in bed. 
‘The young man had evidently put the weapon 
back of the giri’s ear and sent a ballet into her 
head. Not satisfied with one shet he again 
placed the weapon to her temple and discharged 
it. Hethen shot himself in the crown of the 
head, the bullet coming out under the ehin.

DOCTORS TO DISBURSE. 
To’the Editor of the New-York Times: 

A dector whois connected with the Eastern 
Dispensary—an institution doing a most noble and 
generous work among thesick poorof the city— 
told me s pitiful story last evening. Yesterday, 
whileon his daily rounds, he found a family in sad 
plight through no fault of their own. The family is 
Dutch, and ignorant not only of our language but 
of German, and consequently find it almost impos- 
sible to make their wants known. The family con- 
sists ofthe husband, wife, and two children, one ¢ 
‘babe a few months old, the other a girl about 4 or 5 


years old. They were without food, save a tew 
orusts. The motheris in delicate health, aud re. 
quires nourishing food for herself and babe. Thei- 
Trent is in arrears, notice has been served, and to 
morrew may find them outcasts. 

The husband, an apparently sober and industrious 
man, has been looking for work, though sadly handi- 
capped by his ignorance of our language. On Tues- 
day evening he failed toreturn to his destitute 
family. Possibly, through desperation, he has been 
driven to suicide, er through the desire to keep his 
family from starvation he may have committed a 
eon A theft, and is now locked up in some station 

ouse. Perhaps he has ere this returned to his 
home, Donel having found something for his will- 
ing. hands to do. 

he doctor who told me this story said that he 
was going to request some friend or acquaintance of 
wealth to allow him the privilege of drawing on 
him for a small amount so that he could render 
immediate aid to unfortunates in a oase like the 
foregoing. Would it not be a most worthy and com- 
mendable benevolence for those who afe able and 
have friends or acquaintances among these dispen- 
sary doctors to place reasonable sums at their dis- 
o3al to be utilizea in eases of actual want and dis- 
ress that sometimes come under their direct op- 
servation, and where prompt action is absolutely 
essential ? 

There are eee no other persons who see so 
much of the inside life of the poor and distressed of 
our City in their own homes as the visiting doctors 
of the various dispensaries. Many of these docters 
give aportion of their time to this grand work; 
others accepta stipend in no way commensurate 
with the work they do. Most of them probably 
cannot afford to put their hands in their pockets 
every time their hearts are touched and their 
judgmemt assures them the case is deserving. But 
many of them wonld gladly act as agents for their 
friends for the distribution of small sums that 
would temporarily, at least, relievea vast amount of

—_ ago that ground was broken for the Shore 
© roadbed, and O’Brien was numbered among 
that eventful gang which first turned the earth 
upon that momentous occasion. He dug right 
through from New-London to New-Haven, be- 
ing the only one of the original gang who re- 
mained when the latter point was reached. 

The road was finished in 1852 and “O1d 
Johnnie’ was appeinted pamper, switenman, 
and engine wiper at Lyme. From here he was 
transferred to Saybrook as windmill tender. 
In those days the trains were ferried across the 
Connectieut, and the steamer which performed 
that serviee was fed water from a windmill 
after each trip. Then came the buildingotf the 
first bridge aeress this historic stream and “ Old 
Johnnie,” younger then than now, was put on to 
help turn it. He remained at his post until his 
shoulders grew round and his hair grew gray, 
but when Superintendent Allen was put fn 
charge of this seetion one of his first duties was 
to promote the faithful old man to the position 
of assistant foreman.

ITED IN PARIS AGAINST HIS WILL. 
Mr. George Inness, the artist, writes 
to THE TIMES from Montclair, N. J., under date. 
»of Mareh 6, as follews: 
“Is the Art Commissioner for the Paris Expesi- 


will of the artist in the matter of exhibition? I ask 
the question because, in oppesition to my distinctly 
expressed determination to the Commissioner, Mr. 
Rush Hawkins, not to exhibit, he has chosen, with- 
out my knowledge, to obtain of an art dealer in the 
city an uni rtant and non-representative work 
for the purpé’e of exhibition at that Exposition. 
As an individual Mr. Rush Hawkins cannot per- 
haps be prevented from any ungentlemanly act 
which the law does not cover, but as the represent- 
ative of a Government supposed not to be auto- 
cratio, [think that the act is an outrage which, 
though slight in relation to general interests, is 
sufficiently great in its immediate relation to make 
it incumbent on those who commissioned Mr. 
Hawkins to see that I am righted in this matter.” 

To a TIMEs reporter who called upon him Mr. 
Rush ©. Hawkins said that he had undertaken to 
get up arepresentative exhibition of the pictures 
of American artists, without espeeial regard te 
the sentiments of the artists toward the pro- 
ceeding; that the pteture in question was the 

roperty of the American Art Association, which 

6 found was willing and even desirous that it 
should be exhibited, and, as Mr. Inness was one 
of the representative artists of the country, he 
had accepted the picture and boxed it and sent 
it to Paris, where it would be exhibited. Mr. 
Inness had no control over the picture what~ 
ever, and had no right to say whether it shoula 
be exhibited or not. As to the character of the 
Dieturé, capable art critics have pronounced it 
a fairexample of his work. Mr. Inness’s talk 
about gentlemanly actiens he would not under- 
take to answer. Mr. Inness had a perfect right 
to his opinion. 

Ta reply to the reporter’s inquiries Mr. Hawk- 
ins said that Mr. Inness was privileged to send 
any onc of his paintings he mizht choose as 
more representative of his work, but after what 
had passed the picture in question would be ex- 

ibited anyway. Mr. Hawkins is to sail for 
urope by the French steamer sailing to-mor- 
row.

The balf-holiday question was brought up by 
Mr. Waldo Smith, who meved that the Chamber 
favor the repeal of the present law. President 
St. John of the Mercantile National Bank 
argued that in course of time the country people 
would secure the repeal of the presentlaw. He 
believed that full holidays on Saturdays during 
July and August would be better than the ex- 
isting system, and he offered an amendment to 
that effect. James M. Constable said that he 
considered the present law a vielous one, and 
advocated its repeal on the ground that employ- 
ers ought to be allowed to regulate thelr own 
business. The resolution as amended by Mr. St. 
Jobn was adopted as an expression of the views 
of the Chamber. 

President E. A. Post of the Department of 
Docks addressed the Chamber on the subject 
of —— improvements on the North River. 
He oalled attention to the “new plan’ of im- 
provements, whieh was projected in 1871, by 
the department, and showed how that plan, 
admirable at the time, was not equal to current 
requirements. Seme years ago the present 
engineer in chief of the department suggested 
a change in the original “new plan” so that 
the North River front, between Eleventh and 
Twenty-third streets, might be utilized, and the 
cemmercial possibilities of the North River 
increased some 25 percent. This change cen- 
templates the extension of West-street, with a 
width of 250 feetina atraight line from West 
Tenth to West Twenty-third street. Excepting 
the blocks upon which the West Washington 
Market is erected, and the excavation of the 
land te the west of the street, the property for 
— improvement should be purchased by the 
city. 

Mr. Post said he had visited the Chamber to 
advocate this improvement and to ask its ap- 
proval. It involved a large expenditure of 
money, but it } gots nearly 25 per cent. more 
wharf room and seemed to be the only way by 
which the city could be rapidly prepared for 
ite imcreasing commerce. If it were adopted 
19 large piers, 2 half piers, and 2% small pters 
could be built which would yield to the city 
arevenue of $800,000 a year. Its total cost

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SIOUX CITY'S CORN TRAIN.

UNIQUE AND ELABORATE DECORATIONS 
ON EXCURSION CARS. 

The corn palace special train from Sioux 
City, Iowa, which left that place about two 
weeks ago to carry a delegation of Sioux City’s 
citizens to Washington to attend the inaugural 
ceremonies of President Harrison, is now at the 
station of the Central Railroad of New-Jersey 
in Jersey Civy. The train left Washington at 
11:30 Wednesday night, via the Baitimore and 
Ohio Railroad, and reached Jersey City at noon 
yesterday. There are 135 persons on board, in- 
cluding Companies A and H of the Sixth Regl- 
ment, lowa National Guard, 32 men oach. The 
rest of the party are merchants or proifessional 


men, anne them being E. W. Skinner, O. J. 
Taylor. C. G. Culver, H. D. Booge, Jr.; Alex- 
ander Elliott, J. 8 Browning, Capt. Foster, 
Capt. Cowles, Dr. Marvin, Dr. R. E. Conniff, 
Sioux City Chief of Police Nelon, M. L. Sloan, 
Phil Carlin, Deputy United States Marshal 
Flinn, and Edward Webster. 

The party wili leave Jersey City at 3 o’clock 
to-morrow morning for Philadelphia, where 
they will spend the day, and will spend Sunday 
at Pittsburg. Whesling, West Va., will be the 
next stop, and then after a day in Chicago the 
party will go home again. They will reach 
Bioux City next Tuesday night. 

The train is made up of tive Wagner palace 
vestibuled ceaches and a baggage car, elab- 
orately decorated with a close-fitting frame, 
and on these are nailed different shades and 
samples of eorn inthe cob, in the kernel, the 
Stack, the silken tassels, the cob, and husks, so 
blended and arranged as to form magnificent 
specimens of rustic art. Hundreds of small 
figures are thus worked on the frames and 
many larger ones. The *“‘emigration scene” re- 
quires the length of two cars, It represents the 
outlines of a foreign city on the shores of the 
ocean. A shipin full sail can be seen in the 
water. Beyond, en the further shore, is an old 
log eabin, leading from which is a wagon road- 
way. A number of emigrant wagons are rum- 
bling alopg the roadwuy, following the direc- 
tlons of asign post, which bears the inscription, 
**To Sieux City.” Over this figure is inseribed 
in jetters a foot high, ‘“‘ Westward the Star of 
Empire Takes its Way.” The figure of a star 
takes the place of the word in the inscription, 
and attached to this is the end of a rope, which 
extends to an anchor in the distant city, and the 
inscription reads aleng, “And Anchors in 
Bioux City.” 

Other handsome and artistic deeorations are 
an infantry badge, crossed rifies, spread eagles, 
American flags, shiclds, swords and muskets, 
bows and arrows, ab Indian’s head, patchwork 
orazy quilts, and acannonin the act of being 
discharged. Oue ef the moat attraetive pieces 
of workmanship is the figure of a full-rigged 
ship atsea. The wateris made of blue squaw 
corn and the hull of the @#hip of red sauaw corn. 
The sails are of corn busks, the spars of cora 
stocka, the ropes of twisted corn husks, the flags 
and streamers of corn Kernels, and the cleuds 
in the sky of apeckled squaw Corn. ther beau- 
tiful devigns are regulation flags and staita, bDloek- 
work, latticework, acrollWork, baskets of corn, 
alarge coruucopta, Scotch thistle, Japanese 
fan, andthe ‘Goose that lays our golden eggs.” 
Everything used in the decorations except the 
iron nailais the products ef Iowa cornfields, 
and the whole train 18 a marvail of beauty. 

The decorations consumed four weeks, and 
cost Sioux City about $8,000. It costs $200 per 
day for the train besides the fares, the whole 
trip costing abeut $20,000. The expense is 
borne by the business men of Sioux City. 





WALLER GHIS HIS SHARE.

THE SUDDEN SALE OF A STOCK EX- 
CHANGE SEAT CAUSES TROUBLE. 

By the payment of $6,200 to Thomas T. 
Waller, Collis F. Mackenzie, formerly head of 
the firm of C. F. Mackenzie & Ce., stock brok- 
ers of 30 Broad-street, and a member of the 
New-York Stoek Exchange, vacated an order of 
arrest which had been obtained against him by 
Charles A. Jackson, Mr. Waller’s attorney. 
Hereby hangs a tale which would indicate that 
similar neglect on the part of an officer in the 


Exchange in a more important case might in- 
volve very serious results to the creditors of the 
member who, because of business reverses, was 
obliged to sell his seat. 

Last Autumn Mr. Maekenzie failed to meet 
his liabilities, and in the course of the adjust- 
ment of his affairs a notice was served upon De 
Witt C. Hays, the Treasurer of the Stock Ex- 
change, that the seat would be sold within a 
specified time. Inthe usual course of things 
the Secretary of the Exchange should have been 
immediately notified of this fact, so that he in 
turn could inform the members. Mr. Hays, 
however, put the notice in his pocket, and al- 
though last night he denied that he forgot to 
give it to the Secretary, nevertheless he did not 
give it to the latter until some time after he had 
received it. Then it was discovered that Mr. 
Mackenzie’s seat was sold, and that the greater

Mr. Waller, who was Mr. Mackenzie's partner, 
was naturally anxious to secure his rights, and 
80 when it beeame known that the seat wassold 
he procured an injunetion restraining the Stock 
Exeohange from paying any money out in the 
Mackenzie case. Mr. Hays,.it is said, went to 
see Mr, Mackenzie at his house in Brooklyn, to 
secure from him the value of the seat which he 
had sold. Mr. Mackenzie told Mr. Hays thatthe 
Money had been already Giaposed of, and “so 
far as [am concerned,” said Mr. Mackenzie, ‘1 
have only the ehunge left.” Mr. Hays had a 
conference with Mr. Waller, who placed the 
matter in Mr. Jackson’s hands, and told him to 
go ahead. 

Mr. Jaekson procured an affidavit from Mr. 
Hays, and with it appeared before Judge Dyk- 
man at White Plains, where, after a long argu- 
ment, he secured an erder of arrest against Mr. 
Mackenzie. When the order was served the lat- 
ter was confined to his bed by illness, but by the 
help of his friends raised tne amount claimed by 
Mr. Waller, and was freed from indebtedness. 








THE LONG ISLAND BRIDGE, 

Judge Van Brunt of the Supreme Court 
yesterday handed down a decision refusing the 
application of the New-York and Long Island 
Bridge Company for the appointment of Com- 
missioners for the acquirement of lana on 
Biackwell’s Island fer piers of the proposed 
bridge. He upheld the argument of Assistant 
Corporatien Counsel Twombly in opposing the 


application that the act of 1885 gave authority 
to a private company to lay railway tracas over 
the bridge in violation of the provision of the 
Constitution of the State. 

The claim of the bridge company that the act 
dia not confer any right to lay tracks, but only 
to build a bridge suitable for railway travel, 
Judge Van Brunt says, cannot prevail. In re- 
gard to the claim that as yet there is no bridge 
built and no rails laid, and that if the attempt 
to lay them is made, it oan be prevented, he 
finds that the requirements of the act are that 
the bridge shall be of a certain eharacter, and 1t 
is presumed that the extended time granted by 

“the act for the tinishing of the bridge and other 
concessions was induced by the consideration 
that the bridge was to be of this particular 
character. When the company finds that it 
cannot fulfill the conditions of the exten- 
sion it cannot claim the benefit of the exten- 
sion, and it cannot go on building the bridge tor 
carriage and foot travel ignoring the provision 
of the act in regard to furnishing facilities for 
railway travel. 





HORATIO N. WILSON’S SANITY. 

Judge Lawrence of the Supreme Court 
yesterday granted a writ of habeas corpus, re- 
tunable Monday morning, against Superintend- 
ent Macdonald of the insane asylum on Ward’s 
Island. The order was issuea@ on an ex parte 
motion made by W. Tazewell Fox, a lawyer at 
245 Broadway. The object is to start an in- 


quiew as to the mental conaltion of Horatio N. 
lison, an inmate of the asylum. Mr. Fox, 
after leaving court, said that a relative of Mr. 
Wilson had deelared that the patient was sano 
and was restrained from enjoying his liberty. 
It was alleged that he had been committed by 
collusion in order that certain relatives might 
get the benefit of his property. 

Lawyer Fox says he refused to accept the 
case unless BOMme One Could be brought befere 
him prepared to make aflidavit-that the patient 
was efsound mind. Thereupon an ex-keeper 
,by the name of Sullivan was produced and 
certified that, from his knewledge and belief, 
having attended Wilson in tne asylum, be is in 
full possession of his mental faculties.

THE EX-PRESIDENT’S FIRST DAY IN HIS 
NEW POSITION, 

Citizen Grover Cleveland of New-York 
City, lawyer and special counsel in the firm ef 
Bangs, Stetson, Tracy & MacVeagh, at 45 Will- 
iam-street, resumed tho practice of his profes- 
sien yesterday morning, and he took up the 








routine work of his new position with as per- 


fect apparent familiarity as if the change from 
the Presidency to private life had been only « 
commonplace lst of May moving from one oflice 
to another. 

Preparatory to his coming, the large, light, 
and airy room that had previously. been used 


as @ library had been prepared for Mr, Oleve- 
lana’s use. Some of the vookcases and the long 
tables and furniture had been removed, and 
new e@arpets and furniture had taken their 
place, ineluding a large, square, antique, flat- 
top oak desk. In the Cabinet Room in the 
White House at Washington the chairs are up- 
holstered in green morocce leather. Mr. Cleve- 
land did not tind them comfortable, and he ae- 
cordingly purchased a large oak cane-seat and 
back-tilting office chair, whion he ooqupied dur- 
ing his ineumbency of the Presidency. This he had 
sent on to his new office 1n this sity. 

Mr. Cleveland’s business habits manifested 
themselves early. He came down to his office 
with Mr. Francis Lynde Stetson at about 10:30 
o'clock and at once applied himself to the 
voluminous business and personal correspond- 
ence that had accumulated for him. At about 
1:30 he went out and toek luncheon with his 

artners, Messrs. Stetson and Bangs, at the 

own-Town Club. On the way he was reeog- 
nized by some of the people in the street, and 
almost instantly a crowd of them gathered 
about and followed him to the clubhouse. There 
he encountered quite a number of professional 
men, with some of whom he had formerly had 
@ business acquaintance, while ethers were 
presented to him for the first time. All of them 
greeted him cordially and welcomed him to the 
New-York Bar. 

Mr. Clevelund was propesed fer membership 
in the Down-Town Association about twv 
weeks ago by D. Willis James and Frederico R. 
Coudert, and his nomination having been posted, 
a@ large number of the members of the club have 
taken advantage of the opportunity to seeond 
the nomination and certify that he ia a proper 
person to elect to membership in that body. 





THE MARKET INQUIRY. 


CONTROLLER MYEKS HAS NOT YET RE- 
MOVED WOLTMAN FROM OFFICE. 
Little of interest was developed yester- 
day in the course of the inquiry by the Commis- 
sioners of Accounts into the distribution of 
stands in the new West Washington Market. 
No more testimony respecting the procurement 
of “presents” by Clerk Henry Woltman for 
helping persons to get stands was given. As

troller Myers, under the advice of his special 
counsel, Frederfc R. Coudert, has decided to 
delay removing Woltman from his position in 
the Market Bureau. 

The first two witnesses examined yesterday 
were Tuttle Culver, the general agent, and 
stephen Mahon, the general manager, of the 
Swift Chicage Dressed Beef Company. It was 
apparent from the questious put to them that 
somebody had reported that this company was 
indebted for its market stands to the assistance 
of Richard A. Cunningham, the President of the 
New-Amsterdam Club, and hence @ power in 
the County Democracy. Beth denied that Mr. 
Cunningham had helped, or been asked to help, 
them, and that money had been paid to any- 
body for the atands. Their company, they said, 
had got the stands because it did a big business 
and paida large amount of money tothe city 
every year. 

Jacob Doblin complained that although he 
was a resident of this city and had been in the 
market business for 20 years he had been un- 
able to get a stand, while a number of stands 
were not in use. He used to have a stand in the 
ola market. The widow from whom he leased a 
stand there had got a stand in the new market, 
and he continued to be her tenant. Whenever 
he applied to Clerk Woitinan for a stand that 
person waved him away, saying, “Oh, I aln’t 
gOt time to talk to you.” 

Samuel Well, junior member of the firm of 
Schwarwzschild & Sulzberger, testified that Mr. 
Sulzberger attended to getting stands for the 
firm. Mr. Sulzbergeris in Europe. Mr. Weil 
has a private business, and procured two stands 
in which to carry it on. He said he paid no 
money forthem.

A PREMATURE REPORT. 

It was reported yesterday that Corpora- 
tion Counsel Beekman had drawn up for sub- 
mission to the Legislature a Dill intended to 
provide for the appointment by the Mayor 
of a commission tv consider the rapid- 
transit matter in its entirety. This ocom- 
mission, so it was said, the bill proposed 
to endow with power to lay out routes for 


either elevated or underground railroads, 
and to determine what kind of motive power 
should be used on them, its conolusiohs to be 
subject to revision by the Sinking Fund Com- 
missioners. Ifapproved by them. the consent 
of property owners aleng the proposed routes 
was to be obtained. If it could not be, the Sinkg- 
ing Fund Commissioners were to apply to 
the Supreme Court for the appointment:of Com- 
missioners to determine whether the roads 
should be constructed. 

The only trouble about the report was that it 
was not true. Corporation Counsel Beekman 
bas not prepared such a bill. He is simply in- 
cubating some ideas respecting such a measure, 
and the result of hisincubation may be a bill 
for a new rapid-transit commission. But there 
is no certainty that if itis drafted it will ever 
ess before the Legislature. It will first have to 

econsidered by Mayor Grant, and he has not 
yetcommitted himself to a belief in a rapid- 
transit commission.

A NEW-YORK SCHOONER YACHT IN 


SOUTHERN SEAS. 

‘A private letter from Thomas H. Hall, 
owner of the schooner yacht Republic, which is 
now carrying the Atlantic Yacht Club flagin 
West Indian watera, demonstrates that that 
veteran yachtsman and his family party are 
having @ fine trip. The Republie sailed from 
New-York on Jan. 22 and waited at Bermuda 
till her passengers arrived by the steamer leav- 
ing this port on Jan. 31. She sailed from Ber- 
muda on Feb. 15 and arrived at St. Thomas on 
Feb. 19. The following extracts from Mr. 
Gail’s letter will interest ail lovers of yachting 
on blue water: 

“*At sea on board Ropublie, Feb, 16, latitude 
29° 31’ nerth, longitude 65° 14’ 30” west, at noon. 
—Left pilot at 2:15 P. M. off David's Island, 
Bermuda, with a fair rolling sea and good breeze. 
Logged 12 miles firet hour, bound south one- 
quarter west for St. Thomas, say 640 miles. 

e have just been making a pool on the 24 
hours’ run. [ won, marking 199 miles, against 
the actual run of 202. This has been a lovely 
day—just enough sea on to give the old girl a 
gentle roll. she comes down so easy—like 
striking a rabber cushion. I[ did not write to 
you from shore, thinking you would prefer one 
from ‘ on deck,’ for I am writing on top of the 
main skylight, right amidships. * * * The 
yacht was nine days coming to Bermuda, not 
setting mainsail after the lirst day eut, using 
trysails and forestaysail only. With wind 
southeast was hove to for six hours and tried 
the oil bags with great effect, using only five 
gallons. 

**We are in the northeast trades, under maip- 
Bail, foresail, topsails, forestaysail, jib, flying 
jib, and baby jib topsail, making w little over 
seven knots. it is fully as pleasant as Souna 
sailing. Tempgrature—Air, 69°; water, 70°. We 
make the run to St. Thomas in order to shorten 
the runs from port to port, on accountof the 
ladies. We have now every expectation of fine 
weatber.and aw good run. 

“Feb. 17.--The morning broke bright and 
clear. Steering due south, making a little lee- 
way, Wind being a little more east. Have been 
logging 14 knots most of the morning. A slight 
rain squall has set in. It won’t last Jong, but we 
are trolling, and the movement of the joiner 
work is slightly unpleasant to the ladies. [am 
eu my knees, braced up against the transom 
cushion to get a fairly steady position. Some 
of the ladies feel inclined to return home frem 
St. Thomas, but our run from Bermuda so far 
has been such as would suit any yaohtsman. 

*Peb. 18.—Similar weather, but a little more. 
Tore a smail hole in leech of foresail and set 
foretrysail. Squally ao rainy at intervals 
during entire night. Heavier seas; more 
easterly wind. A&é 11:15 A. M., with lurch ef 
vessel, Capt. Brown felland hurt his ribs and 
shoulder. 

‘Feb. 19.—Land ho at1P. M. Wind lighter. 
Off San José6,"15 miles east of St. Thomas. Too 
late to enter. Lay to all night and came in 
Feb. 20 at daylight. Doctor on board here. 
Captain better; no bones broken. Will prob- 
ably go to St. Croix next.” 





THE POPH FOR PEAOE. 





A PORESHADOWIN@G OF THE COMING 
ENCYCLICAL. 

The cabie announcement of yesterday 
that the Pope was about to write an encyclical 
on the necessity of maintaining peace has cre- 
ated‘curiosity in many quarters as to the prob- 
able scope ef the letter. Well-informed elergy- 
men whom a TIMES reporter interviewed 
yesterday said that the Papal encyclical would 
be but an amplification of the ideas in his allo- 
eution delivered at the consistory held some 
days ago. As he therein briefly set forth his ar- 
guments, their quotatien will give an idea ofthe 
recommendations he will make in his forthcom- 


ing epistie on a subject that is engaging the at- 
tention ef men of Various minds who look at 
the impending troubles from different points of 
View. 

“If there evér was a time In which peace was 
ardently desired by the people, assuredly it was 
the present, when the words pence, trangull- 
lity, repose are in the mouths of all,” said the 
Pope to his Cardinals. “the sovereigns and 
the rulers of States in Europe protest that they 
do net desire anything else, and that they 
are laboring for one sole object—the preserva- 
tion of the bleasings of peave; and of this policy 
all classes ef citizons warmly approve, because 
in reality the dislike of the people for war is 
more apd more apparent from day today. It 
is, Moreover, &@ Most just aversion, for though 
war may sowetimes be necessary, 1t nover 
occurs without bringing with it a long series of 
calamities. How much more disastrous would 
it be at present with large forces, such progress 
in military science, andso many diferent instru- 
ments of destruction and death! As often as 
we think of these things we are moved more 
and more by love of the Christian uations, and 
we cannot help trembling tor their sake in view 
of impending perils. 

“Therefere nothing is so important as to 
avert from Europe ail danger of war, 80 that 
whatever is done for this purpose should be re- 
-_ as of advantage to the public safety. 

ut mere desire is net euough to assure peace to 
the world, and the will to avoid war is nota 
sulficient safoguard against its outbreak. And 
in like manner the numerous urmies and the 
endless extent of military armaments way for 
s0me time prevent hostilities breaking out, but 
can never produce a secure and lasting peace. 
Nay, arms menacingly wielded are wore calou- 
lated to foment than to remove natred and sus- 
picion. They cause the people to live in con- 
tiuual fear of the future, and they have the ef- 
fect of burdening the people so heavily as to 
make it often a moet question whether they are 
preferable to actual war. Hence sen must 
seek foundations for pease which are wore solid 
aad more conformable to nature, for she law ef 
nature grants that one’s rights may be defend- 
ed by force and with arms, but it does not con- 
cede that force constitutes right.”’ 

This statement concludes with an argument 
which aims to show that peace must be ground- 
ed on charity and justice, and that, siuce the 
guardian of these, he says, is the Catholic 
Ohurch, the Pope must be considered as arbiter. 


MAYOR GLEASON TAKES THE FIELD. 

Mayor Gleason of Long Island City cre- 
ated another sensation yesterday morning. 
Accompanied by Commissioner of Public Works 
Patrick Jerome Harrigan, a gang of laborers, 
and 20 police, he marched to the lumber yard 
of E. W. McClave & Ce., in Front-street, and 
proceeded to load and cart away seme piles of 
boards which had long ineumbered the streets. 
In an hour @& passageway was made, and then 
Mr. McClave appeared on the scene and set 20 
of his men at removing the remaiuder of the 
obstructions. This was satisfastory to Mayor 
Gleason, and he withdrew with his men. Said 
he: ‘The firm was ordered to remove those ob- 
struetions six months ago, and I eame to the 
conolusion that there was only one way to com- 
pel obedience. Before many days I will make 
similar raids on certain corporations which 
think they can do as they like with elty prop- 
erty.’ 








MR. MORRISON SUES FOR $5,000. 

A jury in Part IV. of the Supreme Coart, 
Cirouit, yesterday gave George W. Morrisen a 
verdiet of $5,000 for injuries received by being 
thrown down -and dragged through the carelesa- 
ness of one of the Broadway Railroad drivers 
Leavitt, Peters & Whittaker appeared for Mr. 


Morrisen and Col. John O’Byrne and Root & 
Strong for the railroad sempany. Mr. Morrison 
is about 70 years of age, and is employed by 
Tefft, Weller & Co.’ He left their store on June 
20, 1887, and signaled a passing car to stop. 
The car slowed up, and Mr. Morrison had one 
foet on the lewer step of the platform when it 
started ahead again.

MILLIONAIRH LASAR’S WILL. 


ONE OF THE DAUGHTERS IS DISSATIS- 
FIED WITH ITS PROVISIONS.
